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The Lenten Season.

As we are about to keep one of the 
most solemn seasons of the Church's year 
perhaps it will be well to acquaint our- 
selves with a few facts concerning it. 

Our English name for this period of 
fasting and penitence is derived from the 
Anglo-Saxon word ‘‘Lencten’’ meaning 
Spring. 

From the earliest times of Christianity 
Lent has been observed as a preparation 
for the great feast of Easter, and some 
say that it was instituted by the Apostles, 
although they gave no direct commands 
concerning it. At first there was no defi- 
nite length of time observed in the keep- 
ing of this fast, but the Church in the dif- 
ferent parts of the world observed various 
numbers of days. But at the Council of 
Nicea in 325, Lent was spoken of as ‘‘ the 
fast of the forty days ” so that this number 
would seem to have been most widely 
observed. The early Christians fasted 
almost every day during Lent until six 
o'clock in the evening, and then only the 
simplest food was taken. In some parts 
of the Church Saturday and Sunday (and 
in some places Thursday also) were not 
kept as days of fasting, and so in order to 
have the full number of fast days Lent al- 
ways began earlier than six weeks before 
Easter. In the Western Church the Sun- 
days were the only days omitted from the 
tule of fasting, and so to make up for 
these the four days before the first Sun- 
day in Lent were added. Why forty days 
should have been prescribed at first 
rather than any other number is not quite 
certain, It is generally supposed, how- 
ever, that the number was suggested by 
our Lord's fast of forty days, and it is 
certain that the fast is now kept by the 
Church in commemoration of this event, 
the Gospel of the first Sunday being the 
account of Christ's struggle in the wilder- 
ness, The number forty, moreover seems 
to be one of suffering and sorrow as may 


be seen from the forty days of the flood, 
the wanderings of the Children of Israel 
for forty years in the wilderness, the siege 
of forty days before the destruction of 
Jerusalem, and in Elijah’s fasting. so 
that a more fitting number of days could 
not have been chosen for this time of 
sorrow and penitence for sin. 

We have learned how Lent came to be 
instituted; let us now see why such strict 
fasting and self-denial were practised. 
The early Christians recognized, in a far 
greater degree than most Christians of 
the present day do, that by overcoming 
their own wills and affections they brought 
themselves nearer to God. The object 
of their fasting and self-denial was *‘ to 
render due homage to God, to give the 
soul a command over the senses. to 
strengthen virtuous habits, to atone for 
sin, and to turn away the scourges of 
divine justice,” and this they thought to 
be a sufficient reason for a great struggle. 

Since many Christians of the present 
day are not physically able to fast to the 
same extent that the early Christians 
were, the Church has relaxed the severe 
discipline of the primitive ages ; yet there 
are very few who cannot keep Ash Wed- 
nesday and Good Friday as fasts, and the 
Wednesdays and Fridays during Lent as 
days of abstinence. There are many 
luxuries that can also be given up during 
Lent; and what is thus saved can be 
offered to God at Easter in place of the 
fasting we may not have been able to 
do. There are many other ways in which 
self denial may be practised. In this 
age, when there are so many forms of 
amusement and pleasure going on about 
us those who are really in earnest about 
keeping Lent will have little difficulty in 
finding many opportunities to deny them- 
selves The time thus gained by giving 
up parties dances, the theatre, and the 
like can be spent in prayer and spiritual 
exercises; and I feel sure that those who 
spend Lent in this way will be greatly 
rewarded, not only spiritually, in the joy 
with which they will receive our Lord in 
the Blessed Sacrament on Easter morn- 
ing, but also physically, by the rest, to 
their minds and bodies, from the exer- 
tions and the fatigues of social duties. 

The Church observes the Lenten season 
by putting on the sombre violet of peni- 
tence, and by dropping from the services 
all notes of joy such as the ‘Gloria in 
excelsis,” the ‘Te Deum” and all 
* Alleluias,’’ 
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Ash Wednesday.—At first this day was 
known simply as the ‘ beginning of the 
fast,” and did not receive the name of 
Ash Wednesday until later. In the early 
days of the Church, sinners were put to 
public penance, and it was on this day 
that those who were already doing this 
penance, as well as those who were to be- 
gin an appointed penance, presented 
themselves in the church before the 
Bishop. After the Penitential Psalms had 
been chanted by the clergy, the Bishop 
prayed over the penitents, and then 
sprinkling their heads with ashes said : 
‘*Remember, man, that dust thou art, 
and unto dust shalt thou return.” Then 
a coarse hair shirt was put on each peni- 
tent by the Bishop while he said: 
“ Break thy heart, and humble thy soul 
in sackcloth and ashes; for a humble 
heart God does not despise.” How many 
Christians in these days, I wonder, would 
be willing to suffer the tortures caused 
by wearing a hair shirt? The Bishop 
then saying: ‘Lo, thou art cast forth 
this day from the bosom of thy mother 
the Church for thy sin, as Adam the first 
man was cast forth from Paradise for his 
sin,” led them out of the church, while 
the choir responded: ‘‘In the sweat of 
thy face thou shalt eat bread.” Later it 
became the custom for many pious Chris- 
tians, who were not under public pen- 
ance, to join themselves with those who 
were and so in some parts of the Church 
the custom of putting ashes on the heads 
of the faithtul has been continued 
although public penances have been abol- 
ished. This brings to our minds our 
low estate through sin and how humble 
we should be before God, and also re- 
minds us of God’s sentence pronounced 
against Adam and Eve, which we also 
must bear: ‘'In the sweat of thy face 
shalt thou eat bread, till thou return to 
the ground; for out of it wast thou 
taken: tor dust thou art; and unto dust 
shalt thou return,” 

By the sign of the cross which was 
made by the Priest on the forehead with 
the ashes the penitent was given hope of 
pardon, and reminded that Christ had 
overcome sin and death for us on the 
cross. It was from this custom of sprink- 
ling ashes that Ash Wesnesday received 
its name. 

Passion Sunday—From the most ancient 
times the fifth Sunday in Lent has been 
called Passion Sunday, and the two 
weeks following it are called Passion- 


tide. This is in commemoration of the 
Passion or suffering of our Lord before 
his death. The Gospel for this Sunday 
tells the story of Christ's rejection by his 
chosen people, the Jews, and their at- 
tempt to stone him. How he must have 
suffered in spirit when he saw that those 
whom he had come down from heaven to 
save refused to believe in him. Then it 
was at this time that the plot was made by 
the priests to kill him, so that he had to 
hide himself. For this reason the Church 
veils the crucifix and all pictures during 
Passion-tide. We are thus reminded 
that because of the wickedness of his 
chosen people God had to take himself 
away from them ; and so likewise we, if 
we do not listen to his voice and do his 
will, lose sight of God and the comfort 
and help of his grace.

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The Children’s Epiphany Service 


Next after Christmas Day itself, the 
Epiphany doubtless to most of us is 
“ brightest and best” of all the festivals 
that cluster so close around the mystery 
of the Incarnation, What Christian does 
not love it? How fascinating in their 
interest are those three silent pilgrims 
whom the great Star summons out of the 
darkness of heathendom, to claim their 
share in the promise of salvation! In 
how many ways they attract us | 

First of all the Wise Men are our 
representatives. They were the ambas- 
sadors of the heathen world at the ear- 
liest court of the Saviour. God’s call to 
them to come and worship was a fore- 
shadowing of His call to the great world 
lying outside the Jewish Church. It 
foretold an equal share of His richest 
mercies for us, who are not of the prom- 
ised seed except, indeed, “through the 
righteousness of faith.” 

Again, the Wise Men attract us by the 
atmosphere of mystery surrounding their 
whole character. Of what nation were 
they? Of what station in life? Of what 
religious belief? Why did the Star of 
Bethlehem speak to them with a voice 
that none but they could understand? 
And why have they disappeared as 
silently as they came, leaving us not one 
word, except the great question of all 
humanity, ‘Where is He that is born 
King of the Jews?” 

Yet that which most of all endears 
them to us and characterizes the Feast 
of the Epiphany, is the triumphant faith 
of the Wise. Men. For they were truly 
wise, these representutives of ours. Their 
wisdom did not end with the learning of 
their profession. It had a deeper root, 
in that firm, straightforward faith, which, 
when once it has laid hold on the prom- 
ises of God, never knows what it is to 
turn back. We cannot but think of 
tkem in their parting from home, friends 
and past life; in the toilsome journey 
through the desert; in the painful doubt 
suggested by the disappearance of the 
Star; in their patient search through 
the disappointments and rebuffs of worldly 
and faithless Jerusalem. All patiently 
and gladly endured ; and for what? That 
they might be able to offer their worship, 
and leave their gifts, at the cradle of a 
little Babe, born of a peasant woman, and 
sheltered under the roof ofa poor labourer | 
And then to return to their homes, more 


than satisfied with this reward of all 
their toil! Where in all history shall 
we find such faith as this? 

These reasons aud many others give 
the Feast of the Epiphany a high rank 
in Christian devotion. And has it nota 
deeper attraction for us, who, by our 
dedication to St. Elisabeth, are bound 
with a special tie to the scenes of the In- 
carnation and Nativity ? 

It has become our parish custom now, 
to make the Epiphany the occasion of a 
solemn service for the children of the 
parish And surely no one who has been 
present at this service can fail to have 
been impressed with the sober earnest- 
ness of the children themselves, even the 
youngest. Their devotion seems most 
real, as well it may be, aided by the view 
of the beautiful creche among the ever- 
greens, and by the admirable taste and 
skill with which the service itself has 
been composed. 

The principal parts of the service are 
taken by eight children. chosen from the 
three departments of the-Sunday School. 
Three boys, each the head of his depart- 
ment, represent the three Wise Men with 
their gifts the gift of gold being the 
offerings of the Sunday School. Five 
girls, also chosen for high standing, 
represent the Five Wise Virgins in our 
Lord’s parable, who “took their lamps, 
and went forth to meet the Bridegroom.” 

After the service has begun, these 
eight kneel at the entrance of the Sanc- 
tuary. First the Gospel of the Epiphany 
is sung and then each of the Wise Men 
receives a crown and a gift to be offered 
at the manger. Next is sung the Para- 
ble of the Ten Virgins, after which the 
five Wise Virgins veiled in white and 
wreathed with flowers, are all provided 
with lighted wax tapers. All the boys 
and girls are now blessed by the offici- 
ating Priest, ‘and so take their places in 
the procession, which moves down the 
church, the rest of the children remain- 
ing in their seats. 

Arriving at the manger, the Virgins 
place their lights upon a little shrine ar- 
ranged before it. Then come the Wise 
Men each presenting his gift while the 
appropriate verse of ** We three Kings of 
Orient are” is sung. This done, the 
Procession forms and returns to the 
chancel, where several carols, and an 
address by the Rector of the parish, con- 
clude the beautiful and impressive cere- 
mony, 


This year the service was rendered 
to perfection, and all the children were 
reverent in their behaviour. It was really 
touching to see the younger ones who 
could not join in all the singing, most of 
them steadily refusing to turn their backs 
upon the Altar, even with a distinct per- 
mission to do so during the ceremony at 
the manger. 

And is this yearly service of dedication, 
in which so many of our children join, 
a prophecy of the future years of any of 
them? Will some of them hear the call 
of Jesus to consecrate their manhood and 
womanhood entire to Him, in the sacred 
Priesthood, or in the Religious Life? 
Who can say? 


A Visit to St. Mary’s Convent, 
Peekskill, 1. 9.

We had left Philadelphia far behind 
and were speeding rapidly toward New 
York. On either side the Jersey corn 
fields slipped by in endless succession, and, 
as I watched the never changing colour, 
a feeling of drowsiness crept over me. 
Soon the roar of the wheels, as the train 
flew over the rails, became an indistinct 
murmur and—I slept. And as I slept I 
dreamed, I thought we had arrived at 
our destination and I saw Peekskill, a 
little country town, nestled among green 
hills on the banks of the Hudson. In 
the centre of the town, and casting its 
shadows over the cottages as if to protect 
them, stood the Convent of the Sisters 
of Saint Mary. Here, I thought, the peo- 
ple gather for the daily Sacrifice and 
come to sing their evening hymns, And 
as I dreamed I seemed to hear the deep 
tones of the Convent bell calling the 
faithful to worship, but as I started to en- 
ter the Chapel I awoke and found the 
train pulling into the station at Jersey 
City. 

The remainder of the journey lay along 
the picturesque banks of the river Hud- 
son, and at last we arrived at Peekskill. 
But how different from my dream was 
the reality. Instead of a quiet country 
town, I found a busy little city, built 
among the hills to be sure, but seeming 
to mar their beauty rather than to add to 
it. As we climbed the hill to the Con- 
vent grounds, which were on the out- 
skirts of the town instead of in the centre, 
I thought we had arrived at some foreign 
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town, for I could see no one but Italians. 
After climbing the hill and some steep 
stairs we reached the Convent gate. 
Turning in we passed the Noyes Mem- 
orial Home for convalescent children, and 
were soon at the “Castle,” where we 
were to lodge. There was only a short 
time now before Vespers, so, leaving our 
bags here, we hurried up to the Convent. 
The Convent and Chapel are built of a 
grey native stone quarried on the grounds. 
It is the largest Convent in our Com- 
munion, and a long cloister connects it 
with the Chapel, which we now entered 
as the bell was ringing for Vespers. 

The service was most impressive, One 
felt as the Office went on that this was a 
holy place. Outside a peaceful calm per- 
vaded all things, as if nature herself were 
rendering silent praise to God her Cre- 
ator. And as the setting sun left behind 
him the golden hues of twilight, a soft 
radiance seemed to fill the Chapel 
through which the smoke from the in- 
cense, offered by the priest at the Altar, 
rose and disappeared overhead in the 
quickly gathering darkness. The faces 
of the long rows of Sisters, as they sent 
up their hymns of praise, appeared to re- 
flect the beauty and holiness of their lives 
of prayer and communion with God. As 
one listened to the sweetly solemn songs 
the silence without seemed to deepen. 
and you felt that here God was reigning, 
and the world was forgotten. Now fol- 
low the hymns and prayer in adoration 
of the Blessed Sacrament, and the service 
is ended. But how reluctant one is to 
leave. You would fain linger here in 
peace away from the struggles aud temp- 
tations of the world, but it cannot be. 
So it is ever in this life. The world is 
constantly striving to come between us 
and God ; there is ever some temptation 
to interfere with the services we owe 
him; always some new trial threatening 
our peace. And as you leave the Church 
you realize that the peace, which reigned 
there for so short a time, is to be attained 
eternally in Heaven; and only after we 
have passed through the conflict and 
borne our crosses here on earth, 

The next day we had more time to look 
about and enjoy the beauties of the 
scenery. Our ‘Castle,’ situated high 
on the hill-side, overlooks the broad ex- 
panse of the river Hudson. Far below 
us, and following the windings of the 
shore, are the tracks of the railroad, 
glimpses of which can be caught here 
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and there among the trees, while extend- 
ing out into the river are the wharves 
and docks of the city. Looking across 
the river our eyes meet the loity tree- 
covered hills of Stony Point, where Gen- 
eral Anthony Wayne defeated the British 
in the Revolutionary War. Leaving the 
“Castle” we follow the windings of the 
road up the hill, past the beautiful Con- 
vent and Chapel, to the school buildings. 

From the Chapel door a path wends its 
way into the wonds, and as we follow it 
we notice, standing at each new turn in 
the way, rough crosses made by joining 
together the branches of trees. Wonder- 
ing why they are there we reach the end 
of the path and arrive at one of the most 
peaceful and lovely spots I have ever 
seen, And now we know that the crosses 
we passed mark the stations made by 
funeral processions on the way to the 
cemetery, for standing amidst tall stately 
trees, and surrounded by a picket fence 
with an arched gate way surmounted by 
a weoden cress is the Convent cemetery. 
There, marked only by simple wooden 
crosses, are the last resting places of all 
that was mortal of those Sisters, ‘‘ who, 
having finished their course in faith, do 
now rest from their labours.”’

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The Betblebem Tableaur, 


One of the strangest things in human 
nature is the power which God has given 
to our sense of sight to impress truth 
upon our minds and hearts. We learn 
far more by what we see than by what we 
hear. We know how true this is of chil- 
dren, and how largely their education de- 
pends upon ‘‘ object lessons.” The most 
careful and clear explanation a teacher 
can give, will not convey a lesson to the 
mind of a child with such vividness nor 
dwell in the memory so long, as will a 
simple little picture, or a few lines on a 
blackboard, illustrating the point of the 
lesson. 

And this remains true of us even after 

we have grown to manhood and woman- 
hood, with our reasoning powers fully 
trained and developed. We may be con- 
stant readers of books and newspapers ; 
we may be close and attentive listeners 
at lectures and sermons; we may find 
ourselves able to follow a piece of reason- 
ing, down through all its arguments, and 
to grasp its conclusion intelligently. And 
yet, not any of these means of learning, 
nor all of them combined will be able 
to stamp a given truth so deeply on our 
minds as the mere sight of that same 
truth, painted in a picture, or acted out 
before our eyes as a scene from real life, 
even without a word of explanation or 
description. 
_ If this be true even in our modern life, 
with its widespread advantages for edu- 
cation, we can imagine how much more 
true it must have been centuries ago, 
when education was very rare. During 
the Middle Ages only the Clergy and a 
few of the leisured class could read and 
write. It was no uncommon thing to 
find even a knight of high birth and 
gentle breeding, who could only write 
his own name, and was proud of that ac- 
complishment. In such an age, when 
grown men and women had to be taught 
their religion by word of mouth, the 
power of the object lesson was by no 
means neglected. A great deal of re- 
ligious teaching, the year round was 
done by means of sacred plays 

These plays, of course, were acted by 
the members of the various parishes in 
which they took place. The performance 
was directed by the parish Priest, who 


‘taught the people what to say and do. 


‘There were three kinds of such perform- 
ances: first, ‘‘mystery plays,” which 


had for their subjects those great events, 
such as our Blessed Lord’s Nativity, 
Epiphany, Passion, Resurrection, and 
Ascension,—events which we well call 
the ‘‘mysteries’’ of His Incarnate Life, 
because in them His Divinity and Hu- 
manity are seen in such perfect and beau- 
tiful harmony that it passes our minds to 
draw the line between them. Secondly. 
there were the ‘‘miracle plays,” pictur- 
ing the miracles wrought by our Lord 
and His Apostles. And thirdly, there 
were ‘‘morality plays,” showing the 
rewards of Christian virtue and the pun- 
ishment of sin. 

Of course the performance itself was 
crude and simple, and the acting poor; 
yet we can hardly realize how earnestly 
both actors and audience took their part. 
Many a tear was shed, many a cry of joy 
or of praise was uttered ; and the onlook- 
ers quite forgot the familiar forms of their 
fellow:parishioners on the stage, and saw 
nothing but the characters they were 
representing. Indeed, when Judas Is- 
cariot appeared, he was often hissed and 
abused as heartily as though the real 
Judas had returned thither from the 
grave, to repeat his sad life. 

We can readily see how these simple 
plays, coming year after year at the great 
festivals, and never being twice rendered 
exactly alike must have tended to fix 
the precious truths of the Faith more 
firmly in the people’s minds, and to make 
the heavenly country very real to them, 
And do not we find the same chord 
touched within us, when year by year at 
Christmastide we witness the mystery 
plays of Bethlehem so well rendered by 
the children of our Sunday School? 
Which of us has not felt that all who had 
a part in them, actors and singers, from 
the eldest to the youngest, have laid a 
debt of gratitude upon us by lifting up 
our minds and hearts for a little while 
from the darkness of this life into the 
atmosphere of God’s power and love? 

First we saw the tidings of Mary’s 
great vocation, and the coming of the 
world’s Desire, heralded by the Angel. 
Next we were admitted to the sacred 
sympathy of Mary and Elisabeth each 
with the other, as they rejoiced in God's 
goodness to ‘‘them that fear Him.” 
Again ‘‘the fulness of the time was 
come,” and we beheld the Holy Child 
cradled with the lowest of His creatures. 
Presently we were carried to the hillside,

And furthermore, let us bring in our hands a 
generous offering to the Lord our God; the re- 
sult of true sacrifices and self-denials during this 
season of penitence. For we must not appear 
before the Lord empty, and we should not offer 
to him of that which cost us nothing.

Consecration of Dr. Webb.

Holy Week.—Lent is drawing to a 
close, and we have now reached the last 
and most solemn week in this penitential 
season, Let us follow our Lord through 
the events in this period of his suffering 
and sorrow. From early Christian times 
Holy Week has been observed with spe- 
cial solemnity in commemoration of the 
Passion. Beginning with Palm Sunday 
a very strict fast was kept until Holy 
Saturday. This week was also observed 
by the cessation of business, and in the 
fourth century law suits were suspended 
and the Courts of Law were closed, as 
also during the week following Easter. 
On each day of Holy Week the Gospel 
of the Mass brings before us some event 
in our Lord’s Passion. 


Palm Sunday.—The Sunday next be- 
fore Easter was at first called by many 
different names, but the earliest and the 
one most often used was Palm Sunday. 
It is needless to say that this day com- 
memorated the triumphant entry of our 
Lord into Jerusalem. See the vast throng 
spreading their garments and palm 
branches in the way as the Saviour rides 
toward the city; hear their glad Ho- 
saunas and joyful greetings to their King. 
What a happy festive multitude it is; 
and yet as our Lord rides on he is not 
moved to joy for, ‘he beheld the city, 
aud wept over it.” And what caused 
him to be sad amidst the gay throng? 
Was it not the knowledge of the fickle- 
ness of this people? He knew that their 
glad acceptance of him would soon pass 
away and in a very short time they would 
nail him to the cross. 

The Church reminds us of our Lord’s 
entry into Jerusalem by the blessing and 
procession of the palms. This custom 
was observed almost universally by the 
end of the seventh century. After the 


procession of the palms the Mass is be- 
gun, What a contrast there is between 
the two! But a short time before we 
were singing Hosannas and hymns of 
joy, and now in the Gospel we hear the 
story of Christ’s Passion and Death. 
Does not this remind us of the sudden 
change that took place in the Children 
of Israel? Oh what a story of patient 
suffering and love is set forth in this 
Gospel; what an example for us to fol- 
low when we are in trouble or sorrow or 
when those in whom we trusted and 
whom we thought were our friends have 
ill treated or deceived us! But how 
often have we betrayed our Lord by some 
act of sin? For we do betray him when 
we commit mortal sin, just as truly as 
Judas betrayed him. “And as they came 
out, they found a man of Cyrene, Simon 
by name: him they compelled to bear his 
cross.” They compelled him to bear the 
cross. Would it have been necessary to 
compel us to bear that cross? Perhaps 
you will say, ‘No, we would gladly have 
accepted so great a privilege.’ But 
would you? Do you willingly bear the 
cross that is laid upon you now? Ah 
how many of us’ there are who grumble 
and complain when we have sorrow, or 
trouble or disappointments, and do not 
gladly accept them as the will of God, 
and only reluctantly bear the cross which 
is laid upon us. 


Maundy Thursday.—The English name 
for this day is a corruption of the Latin 
name ‘Dies Mandati’’ which comes 
from the command given by our Lord to 
the Apostles when he said: Mandatum 
novum do vobis, ut deligatis invicem—a 
new commandment I give unto you, that 
ye love one another.” It also has refer- 
ence to the command ‘Do this in re- 
membrance of me.” 

In the days of public penances the 
penitents who were shut out from the 
Church on Ash Wednesday returned on 
Maundy Thursday in hair cloth and 
ashes, and after they had received abso- 
lution they were again admitted to the 
worship of the Church, 

On Maundy Thursday our Lord insti- 
tuted the Holy Eucharist. While the 
Jews were plotting to put him to death 
he was showing his great love for man 
by ordaining this wonderful Sacrament 
as a memorial of his death, and for the 


help and comfort of those who receive it 
worthily.

At the Mass on this day white or gold 
Festival Vestments are used and the 
crucifix on the altar is covered with a 
white veil in honour of the institution of 
the Eucharist. At the end of the Mass 
the Consecrated Host for the communion 
of the priest on Good Friday was carried in 
procession to the Altar of Repose. 

After Evensong the Altars are stripped 
of their vestments and ornaments This 
ceremony reminds us that our Lord was 
deprived of all he had—his life, his repu- 
tation and his friends—for our sins. 


Good Friday.—What is there to write 
of this great day that is not already 
known? Who does not know the event 
in this last day of our Lord’s Passion ? 
What conflicting emotions it brings into 
our hearts; and how we shudder as we 
think of the sufferings of our Saviour ! 
We seem to be carried back in spirit 
nineteen hundred years, and standing at 
the foot of Calvary we see in the distance 
the surging throng approaching. As 
they come nearer we can hear their 
mocking laughter and cries of derision. 
Surely this can not be the same people 
who five short days ago, welcomed our 
Lord to Jerusalem with glad Hosannas. 
And now the crowd ascends the hill, and 
we go with them. See in the midst the 
Saviour, weak from loss of blood and the 
cruel scourging, tottering under the 
weight of his heavy cross. See that pa- 
tient face all blood stained and scarred 
from the sharp thorns on his head. How 
meekly he endured it all with never a 
word of reproach. Now we have reached 
the top of the hill. The cross is laid on 
the ground, and the cruel soldiers are 
stretching the Saviour of the world upon 
it. What anguish passes through us 
with each blow that drives those cruel 
nails into the sacred hands and feet! But 
listen! The Saviour speaks! What 
does he say? “Father, forgive them; 
for they know not what they do.” Oh 
that this prayer could be made for us 
when we do wrong, but alas, we know 
what we do when we sin. And now the 
cross is raised and dropped into the hole, 
and the Son of God hangs between earth 
and sky, an atonement for oursins. But 
all through the three hours of suffering he 
speaks only words of love and forgiveness 
for those who have done this awful deed. 

Good Friday has always been kept 
with great solemnity. In the early days 
of the Church a strict fast was observed, 
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and those who could stand it continued 
the fast until midnight of Holy Saturday. 
Those who refused to fast were not per- 
mitted to communicate on Easter Day. 
The Unveiling of the Cross.—After the 
gospel of the day and the reading of a 
series of prayers for the conversion of the 
world, the Priest standing at the Epistle, 
side of the Altar begins to unveil the 
cross. He first uncovers the top and 
part of the right arm saying in a low 
voice: “Behold the wood of the Cross 
whereon hung the Saviour of the world.” 
The people then respond: ‘ O come, let 
us adore him.” The low tone of voice in 
which the Priest speaks and the uncover- 
ing of only a small part of the cross repre- 
sents the first preaching of the cross, 
which was done quietly and to a very 
few ; for the Apostles feared to draw the 
attention of the Jews to the mystery of 
the Redemption. The Priest now moves 
toward the centre of the Altar and takes 
the veil from the right arm of the cross 
while he says ina louder voice: ‘ Be- 
hold the wood of the Cross,’’ the people 
making the same response as before, 
This reminds us of the preaching of the 
Gospel to the Jews. It shows that the 
knowledge of the cross has been extended 
a little farther. The cross is then en- 
tirely unveiled at the centre of the Altar, 
and the Priest raising it above his head 
says for the third time in a loud voice: 
“ Behold the wood of the Cross.” The 
last unveiling represents the Gospel be- 
ing preached to all men. The crucifix 
is then placed on a cushion in the Chan- 
cel for the reverence of the clergy, 
acolytes and choir. When these have all 
knelt before it the crucifix is carried 
into the Nave of the church that the 
congregation may also kneel before it. 
Who can see or participate in this touch- 
ing ceremony without being moved to 
sorrow and repentance for the sins which 
have helped to nail our Lord to the cross ? 
The Communion.—Aiter the unveiling 
of the cross, it was anciently the custom 
for the Host which was reserved on 
Maundy Thursday to be carried from the 
Chapel of Repose to the High Altar 
where part of the service of the Mass 
was then said. The prayer of Consecra- 
tion was not said, for it is the custom of 
the Church to have no Celebration of the 
Mass on Good Friday asa token of sorrow 
for Christ’s crucifixion. The Priest how- 
ever, communicated himself with the Sac- 
rament reserved on the previous day. 
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Holy Saturday.—This day commemo- 
rates our Lord’s descent into Hell and 
the repose of his body in the Tomb. 
Peculiar ceremonies marked the obser- 
vance of this day in the early Church. 
A strict fast was kept until midnight 
when the Alleluias of the faithful ushered 
in the festival of Easter. The churches 
were quickly lighted by hundredsof lamps 
and candles brought by men and women 
of the highest rank. This was done as a 
sign that darkness had been turned to 
light by the resurrection of Christ. 


The Blessing of the New Fire.—There 
was a comparatively early custom in the 
Church, of blessing on each evening the 
fire to be used for lighting the lamps at 
Vespers. Lateron this observance passed 
away, except that it was still continued 
on the last day of Holy Week, and so 
became a custom peculiar to this day, 
as it is at the present. 

In the Church at Jerusalem this cere- 
mony is observed with great solemnity. 
There is a story connected with the bless- 
ing of the fire at Jerusalem which it may 
be well to mention here. For many cen- 
turies the clergy and people gathered 
at the Church of the Holy Sepulchre for 
the Easter Eve services. They knelt 
before the tomb of our Lord in silent 
prayer; and as they prayed one of the 
lamps over the tomb was lighted by a 
miracle. Lights were then taken from 
this lamp to light the other lamps in the 
church. The people also took home fire 
from this lamp. It is said that the 
miracle first happened when the Turks 
had taken Jerusalem and was a sign to 
the heathen of the truth of the Christian 
Religion, 

The fire which was blessed was not 
taken from any already in use, but was 
usually kindled by striking a spark from 
a flint. The reason for this was that 
nothing which was used in ordinary life 
was fit for the service of God unless it 
had been purified. 

The blessing of the fire symbolizes 
Christ as the light of the world; for he 
says: ‘‘I am the light of the world.” 
It also represents the new order of things 
after the Resurrection. The old Cove- 
nant was done away and the new Law 
took its place. 

The Blessing of the Paschal Candle,— 
After the blessing of the new fire a taper 
is lighted from it and held by an acolyte. 
The procession then starts toward the 


chancel, the Deacon carrying a triple 
candle on a rod. At the foot of the 
church one of the branches of this candle 
is lighted from the taper and the Deacon 
says: ‘‘Behold the light of Christ.” 
The clergy respond ‘Thanks be to 
God.” This is repeated in the centre of 
the church and at the chancel steps. 
The divine and human nature of Christ 
and his divine Person uniting both, 
are represented by this triple candle and 
tod. Having reached the chancel the 
Paschal Candle is blessed by the Deacon. 
The candle as it stands unlighted sym- 
bolizes Christ’s Body in the Tomb without 
life. The blessing by the Deacon instead 
of some higher minister brings to our 
mind that after his resurrection our Lord 
showed himself first to the women and 
last of all to the Apostles. The five 
grains of incense placed in the candle in 
the form of a cross represent the five 
wounds of Christ which he bore after his 
resurrection. After the blessing the 
Paschal Candle is lighted from the triple 
candle. Fire is then taken from the 
Paschal Candle, and the lamps (which 
were extinguished on Good Friday as a 
sign that ‘‘the Light of the world” had 
been put to death) are lighted before the 
Blessed Sacrament. This light should 
be kept burning until Good Friday of the 
next year. From it the candles and all 
fire used in the services should, if possible, 
be lighted. 

The Paschal Candle is lighted at all 
services until Ascension Day when it is 
removed after the Gospel. The presence 
of the candle symbolizes our Lord’s stay 
on earth after his resurrection, and its 
removal reminds us of his ascension, 
when ‘‘the faithful knew him no more 
after the flesh.” 

Such are the customs and ceremonies 
of Lent, and in this way the Church 
strives to bring more vividly before us 
both the love of Christ for us and our 
own sinfulness which makes us unworthy 
of such great love and forgiveness. Why 
then do so many persons object to the 
ceremonies of the Church and say that 
these take their minds from their devo- 
tion and worship, when the very object 
of it all is to increase this devotion? It 
would seem that they should rather re- 
joice in the ritual and ceremonies as a 
help'in making their religion more intel- 
ligible by bringing before them in a sym- 
Polica way the scenes in our Lord’s 
ife.

Will you kindly tell us something about the 
Order of St. Benedict ? 


St. Benedict was born of very wealthy 
parents at Umbria, Italy, in A. D. 480. 
He was sent to the schools of literature 
and law at an early age. Becoming con- 
vinced while still a boy that it was im- 
possible to serve God in the midst of the 
wickedness which then existed he deter- 
mined to separate himself from the world 
and live a life that would lead to a closer 
following of God. Accordingly he made 
his abode in a cavern on the Island of 
Subiaco. When he had lived there for 
three years his great holiness of life at- 
tracted others to him. Wealthy people 
sent their sons to be educated in the spir- 
itual life. 

In 529 he founded his first monastery 
at Monte Casino. The Rule which he 
laid down for the monks, while not as 
severe as that of the Orders of the East, 
included vows of poverty, chastity and 
obedience. No time was to be wasted 
When they were not engaged in spiritual 
exercises the monks were to employ 
themselves in manual labour. 

The monasteries of this Order quickly 
spread all over Europe, and to them is 
chiefly due the extension of Christianity 
in the West. In England there were 
many Benedictine monasteries and nun- 
neries. These were all suppressed by 
the State during the reign of Henry VIII. 
They had taken a decided stand against 
the divorce of Henry from Catharine and 
had refused to acknowledge him as Su- 
preme Head of the Church. For these 
reasons the charge of treason was brought 
against them. Their monasteries were 
seized and many of the monks were put to 
death, 

The Benedictine Order was revived in 
England by the authority of the late 
Archbisop of Canterbury, the Most Rev. 
Dr. Temple. 
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Easter. 

During the past six weeks we have 
been preparing by prayer and fasting to 
receive the newly risen Lord on Easter 
Day. Let us think now for a few mo- 
ments what this great feast of Easter 
means to us. 

When the Jewish feast of the Passover 
was instituted it was ordained as a type 
of the Christian Easter. At that time 
the chosen people of God were held in 
bondage by the Egyptians. They were 
striving to be free but their masters would 
not let them go. In order to force them 
to free his people God slew all the first- 
born in the land of Egypt. But the 
Children of Israel sprinkled their door 
posts with the blood of a lamb and so the 
angel of death passed over them. In 
commemoration of this event the Passover 
was instituted. Now in Easter we have 
the fulfilling of this type. The world is 
held in the chains of sin and Christ is the 
Lamb whose blood was shed to save us 
from everlasting death and to free us 
from the bonds of sin. 

The Passover was always kept on the 
fourteenth day after the March moon 
and so could fall on any day of the week. 
But when the feast of Easter was insti- 
tuted the Church determined that it 
should not be observed on the same day 
as the Jewish Passover ; therefore it was 
ordained that Easter should be celebrated 
on the first Sunday after the fourteenth 
day of the March moon. 

In choosing the first day of the week, 
for the observance of Easter, instead of 
the Sabbath, which was the day of rest 
for the Jews, the Christians chose the day 
which had been marked by the two most 
important events in the history of the 
world—the Creation and the Regenera- 
tion. In the first of these God turned 
darkness into light and brought order out 
of chaos. The Regeneration of the world 
took place on the same day of the week 
when Christ rose from the dead. At 
this time also darkness was turned to 
light—the darkness of mind and soul 
caused by the death of Christ. For 
when Christ appeared on the Resurrec- 
tion morn this gloom was turned to joy by 
the knowledge of the truth of the life 
hereafter. And with the Resurrection 
the old law passed away. Our Lord had 
fulfilled the commandment to rest on the 
seventh day by his sleep in the Tomb 
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when his work here on earth had been 
finished, and now this law was set aside 
and the first day of the week took its 
place because it had been hallowed by 
Christ’s Resurrection. 


The Church on Easter Day restores the 
* Alleluias,”’ ‘‘ Gloria in excelsis” and 
‘Te Deum” which have been silent for 
so long a time; again the Altars are 
decked with many lights and flowers and 
instead of the purple of sorrow the white 
and gold festal vestments are worn.

The Mission. 


The Mission has been held, the Mis- 
sioner has done his work and has de- 
parted. What of the result? 

For three months we prayed for God’s 
blessing on the Mission. We asked him 
to inspire the Missioner, to gather the peo- 
ple to hear the Word preached, to arouse 
the careless, toconvert thesinner. Then 
the Mission was opened. On the very 
first night it was evident that God had 
heard our prayers. Every one felt the 
presence of the Holy Spirit brooding over 
the people gathered at the services. Per- 
sons who had dropped in through mere 
curiosity were constrained by a superna- 
tural power to listen and to come again 
and again. They acknowledged that 
they felt the Almighty power of God 
pleading with them and pressing them to 
obey the voice calling them to repentance. 
The complete results of the Mission will 
only be known in eternity, but even now 
sufficient fruits have been brought forth 
to assure us that the Mission had God’s 
abundant blessing, and was instrumental 
in bringing souls into contact with the 
cleansing blood of Christ Jesus. There 
were those who came seeking for Bap- 
tism, others who made their Confessions 
for the first time, and experienced the joy 
of hearing Jesus say, through his priest 
“fT absolve you from all your sins;” 
others, who after years of carelessness, 
were brought again to Confession and 
Communion ; and still others who handed 
in their names for instructions. 

Then there were the many who were 
moved by the Holy Spirit to make special 
resolutions of faithfulness and of more 
diligent service. When we consider the 
many evidences of spiritual results ac- 
complished by the Mission our hearts are 
filled with gratitude to Fr. Parrish in- 
deed, but far more to God who in answer 
to our prayers sent his Holy Spirit to 
work wonders in our midst, for without 
the presence of that Spirit the words of 
the Missioner would have been powerless 
and empty. ‘I'o God alone, therefore, be 
all the praise. 

Now, we must seek to retain the spirit- 
ual power which as a parish we have re- 
ceived by the Mission. We prayed that 
God would come amongst us and with 
great might succour us. He answered 
our prayers, and our hearts have burned 
within us as we felt his presence and 
heard his gracious voice. We-must now 
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constrain him to abide with us and to 
preserve in our hearts the graces which 
we have obtained from him. In the first 
place, therefore : 


Remind yourself of the resolution you 
made in the Mission, whether you wrote 
it out or not. Every day renew it. Ask 
yourself often, “‘Am I keeping the reso- 
lution I made in the Mission ?”” 


Be diligent in prayer and in the use of 
the Sacraments to help you to keep your 
resolution. Human nature by itself is 
hopelessly weak, and if we trust to it we 
shall be sure to fail. Trust, therefore, to 
the power of God’s Grace. Ask for that 
grace by daily prayer, by penitent Con- 
fessions, by worthy and regular Com- 
munions. If there are earnest prayers 
and devoutly received Sacraments, the 
resolution which God moved us to make 
during the Mission will be surely kept. 

Attend the service of intercessory prayer 
each Wednesday night. The object of 
this service is to perpetuate the remem- 
brance of the Mission and maintain con- 
stant prayer for the conversion of sinners. 
There is no more effectual way of strength- 
ening our own resolutions and winning 
the Grace of perseverance than the habit 
of praying for others. He who prays for 
others will not forget to pray for himself, 
and his very intercessions for others will 
certainly be rewarded by God bestowing 
abundant blessings upon himself. 

May the graces of the Mission be pre- 
served in all our hearts until God calls us 
into His presence.

As the bell 
stopped and the organ struck up atseven 
o'clock, the choir came from the vestry, 
followed by two clergymen in surplices. 
Both were tall—their faces earnest and 
intellectual. Of the two, one was dark and 
very pale ; he seemed suffering from phy- 
sical exhaustion. Surely this one would 
not be able to preach. 

“Which is the monk, Leonard ?”? whis- 
pered Charlie. in his friend's ear. 

t‘ Neither, I should say,” answered the 
other, 
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But hush, the service has begun. It 
lasted about three-quarters ofan hour, and 
before the clock in the tower struck eight, 
the service was ended and the tall form, 
with the pale face, ascends the pulpit. 
The monk gives out his text in a clear, 
ringing tone: ‘‘Jesus Christ, the same 
yesterday, to-day, and forever.’’ The 
congregation at once became spell-bound, 
as the preacher scanned every face. His 
calm, black eyes soon met those of Charlie, 
who crimsoned deeply, and his eyes fell 
beneath a look such as he had never met 
before. Again was the text announced, 
in slow, clear accents: ‘' Jesus Christ, the 
same yesterday—to-day—and—for ever.’ 

“ Brethren,” proceeded the preacher, 
“if there be some one thing which the 
experience of millions declares to be all- 
satisfying and unchangeable, how is it 
that men are so foolish as to go on neglect- 
ing ¢hzs, for things that perish, change, 
decay, die?” With this plain, but pow- 
erful question the Monk Basil began his 
discourse. The question, what every 
effect it had upon the crowd, startled our 
friend Chas. Lyndhurst. It seemed as 
though the whole of the controversy that 
had been secretly raging in his breast 
since he left school, was to be silenced by 
the answer which the monk was about to 
give to his own question. Leonard also 
was startled by the extraordinary fitness 
of the text, and the query which followed 
it, to his friends passionate and melan- 
choly state of mind. He could only re- 
gard it in the light of a most direct inter- 
position of Providence. 

“Young men and maidens,” contin- 
ued the preacher, “girls and boys, high 
and low, rich and poor, children and 
hoary age, swell the eternal chorus in 
praise of the precious blood, in acknowl- 
edgment of the triumphs of the love of 
Jesus. Whole schools of philosophers, 
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schoolmen, men of science, in adoring 
love proclaim Jesus Christ, as being a// 
they want, a// they need, the abundant 
supply of every craving heart that seeks 
him, And what is the crowning joy of 
this most wondrous gladness? It is this 
—he changes not. He is ‘Jesus Christ, 
the same yesterday—to-day—and for 
ever? The schools of Aristotle and 
Plato have long since bowed down in 
homage beneath the wisdom which 
shines from the glory of that shameful 
Cross, whose shadow illumines the world, 
It causeth all shadows to flee from the 
hearts that come seeking their rest in its 
shade. Come, taste and see! Put the 
promises of the Gospel fairly to the test, 
and if they fail, I, for one, will grant, 
that Jesus Christ is not God, and that 
the testimony of millions for nineteen 
hundred years, is but a worthless Zie.” 

Here the preacher paused. Again his 
piercing glance met Charlie’s eye. But 
now our young friend gazed into the eyes 
of the monk with intensest eagerness, 
He seemed to be drinking in with all 
the longing of a thirsty soul the strange 
impressions which were floating from the 
mind of the speaker, like balm into the 
aching void of his inmost being. 

“ Where,” cried the monk in ringing 
tones, where is this love to-day? Shew 
me, shew me the mighty radiance of this 
Christian Faith to-day. Christians— 
Bah! Christians falsely so called. 
Dwells this love, reigns this Faith, glows 
this hope within your souls? No! no! 
no! no! You know not what I mean. 
your lives are Satan’s best loved proof 
that Jesus Christ hath lied, and that his 
Church’s history is but a successful tissue 
of untruths. Too surely is this the iron 
age of Christendom. Yes! yes! yes! 
yes! so have ye hazed the Cross-glow 
—so have ye veiled from the world by 
your false assumption of the Christian 
name, the splendors of Gospel wisdom, 
that those who crave the reality are 
driven from their search by your sham. 
The devil is successful enough to make 
unbelievers judge the merits of Christ’s 
cause, of by his holy Gospel, and those 


who have followed him,even unto death ; 
but by your most accursed lives, by your 
filthy vices, by your dishonest profes- 
sions, by your Christless houses. Woe, 
woe unto you! Woe! Woe! ye are the 
enemies of the Only Good ; ye are rebels 
against the God of Love; ye are traitors 
to your Best Friend; ye are the eternal 
ruin of countless souls, the damnation of 
those, whom God's blood hath purchased 
for an eternal glory. Woe, woe, unto 
you! Render ye your damnation less 
dire, by honestly renouncing Christ to- 
night whose saving name ye impiously 
defile, in calling yourselves Christians, 
like those who, for his love have re- 
nounced the world and all its vanities 
and joys.” 

And now the face of our young friend 
brightened with a strange, glad glow, as 
though the wierd voice had been stilled 
and the tempter’s logic crushed, by the 
fiery cry of the monk-preacher, against 
the common herd of so-called Christians, 

And now the storm lulled. The preach- 
er’s voice sank into softest tones, “A 
word.” said he, “to those who desire 
happiness—peace, by turning wholly to 
the Lord. Never was there a time like 
this, when the visible Church needed 
bands of faithful men and women, who 
would, by solemn vows, consecrate their 
whole lives to Jesus Christ in praise and 
prayer. Monks and nuns were all very 
well in the medieval times, but they 
were not needed as they are mow. Ah! 
how blessed shall ye be in the life that 
now is, as well as in that which is to 
come, who will rise up, leave a//—yea, 
all—yea father, mother, wife, children, 
brethren, lands—yea “All” in the true 
meaning of the word—for love of Christ 
and the salvation of your poor perishing 
souls? Believe ye that there zs a God, 
and that be is the Highest Good? ‘Then 
how wise—how true a philosopher is 
that man, who, for him and his unshack- 
led service, will separate himself from 
every hindrance, to live for God ix God., 
and in separation from this rebel world 
of misery and death !”’

A Movena of Weeks. 


To THE PARISHIONERS of ST. ELISABETH'S, 

Well Beloved in Christ : 

Jesus promises, * That if two of you shall 
agree on earth as touching anything that they 
shall ask, it shall be done tor them of my Father 
which is in heaven. For where two or three 
are gathered together in my name, there am I 
in the midst of them.” 

During the nine weeks which precede our Pa- 
tronal Festival, we assemble ourselves together 
before God frequently to pray for a definite ob- 
ject Spiritual and temporal blessings upon 
the Faithful of St. Elisabeth’s. Begin this 
Novena with a good communion on some Sun- 
day in September, as an act of thanksgiving. 

Keep the Fridays during these weeks as Days 
of Special Devotion, Intercession and Self- 
Denial. 

Lay aside each day or week a definite sum 
toward your thankoffering on St. Elisabeth's 
Day. 

Say the prayers appointed once each day, if 
possible at Mass or before the Blessed Sacra- 
ment. The church will be open each day from 
6.00 A. M. to 7.30 P M. so that each one may 
have opportunity to do this.

The Church Wear. 


BY JOHN A, SHEARMAN. 

Low Sunday.—On this the first Sun- 
day after Easter the joyous services of 
Easter give place to the ordinary Sunday 
services and it is perhaps for this reason 
that it has been given the name of Low 
Sunday. In the Eastern Church it is 
called ‘‘ Apostles’ Day’’ because, as we 
learn from the gospel for the day, our 
Lord came to the Apostles in the upper 
room, 

It was the custom on this day for those 
who had received baptism on Easter 
Eve to lay aside their white baptismal 
robes which they had worn since their 
baptism. 


St. Mark the Evangelist.—It is thought 
that St. Mark was by birth a Jew, of the 
tribe of Levi and hence of the priesthood. 
He was converted to Christianity by the 
Apostles, and it is believed by some that he 
became a Christian through the teaching 
of St. Peter. He accompanied St, Peter in 
his journeys, acting as his secretary and 
interpreter. His gospel was probably 
written in Aquileia where he is said to 
have established the Church. 

Egypt was the next field in which the 
Evangelist laboured to plant the Gospel. 
Here by his preaching he brought many 
to Christ. Some writers state that the 
monastic life was instituted by his con- 
verts whom he won to a most strict pro- 
fession of the Christian faith. 

From his chief residence at Alexandria 
St. Mark journeyed toward the west 
through the barbarous and idol worship- 
ping tribes about Libya. Here also by 
his preaching and miracles he made many 
converts. Having strengthened these in 
their profession of the faith he returned 
to Alexandria and continued to preach 
there. But the heathen had determined 
to exterminate Christianity and therefore 
resolved to put St. Mark to death as they 
considered him to be the leader of the 


Christians. It was Eastertide, and also 
the feast of one of the idols, when the 
people seized St. Mark as he stood at the 
altar offering the Holy Sacrifice. Bind- 
ing his feet with ropes they dragged him 
through the streets to prison. ‘The next 
day be was again drawn over the rough 
stones until the flesh was torn from his 
bones. At last overcome with pain and 
the loss of blood he died. The heathen 
then burnt his body, but his bones and 
ashes were collected by the Christians 
and buried near the place where it had 
been his custom to preach St. Mark is 
represented by the symbol of a lion. 


St. Philip.—On the first day of May 
the Church commemorates the martyr- 
dom of St. Philip. He was born at 
Bethsaida, but of his parents and his life 
we can learn nothing from the Gospels. 
As fishing was the common occupation 
of that place it is probable that he was 
engaged in this trade. He had the dis- 
tinction of being the first disciple whom 
our Lord called. This at least is the 
opinion of one author who says that 
although St. Andrew and St. Peter fol- 
lowed Christ for a short time they re- 
turned to their work and were not called 
by our Lord until almost a year later. 
Another writer states that St. Philip was 
called after St. Peter and St. Andrew had 
been bidden by our Lord to follow him. 

St. Clement of Alexandria says that it 
was St. Philip who, when called by 
Christ, asked leave to first bury his father 
and received from our Lord the answer : 
“ Follow me and let the dead bury their 
dead.” And this he said, not to con- 
demn such works, but that St. Philip, be- 
ing called to the highest spiritual duties, 
might understand that these were to be 
set above all corporal acts of mercy. 

After our Lord’s Ascension, when the 
Apostles went abroad to preach the Gos- 
pel, St. Philip was sent to upper Asia. 
There his work was attended with 
great success. By his prayers he brought 
about the death of a serpent which the 
heathen worshipped, and for this he was 
beaten and thrown into prison. After 
he had undergone great torture he was 
hanged. At the time of his martyrdom 
it is said that the earth began to quake 
and the ground to sink. When the peo- 
ple saw this and acknowledged it to be 
an act of Divine punishment for their 
sins, the motions of the earth suddenly 
came to an end. 
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After his death St. Philip’s body was 
buried by St. Bartholomew and Mariamne 
the sister of St. Philip. 

St. James the Less —On the same day 
with that of St. Philip, the death of St. 
James is commemorated. In order to 
distinguish St. James from James the son 
of Zebedee he was called the Less He 
was in some way related to our Lord but 
there seems to be a difference of opinion 
as to what the relationship was. There 
is a legend which says that St. James 
resembled our Lord so much, that it was 
necessary for Judas to give the traitor’s 
kiss in order to distinguish Christ from 
St. James. 

The holy life of St. James gained for 
him the respect of even the Jews at Jeru- 
salem where he was Bishop. He was 
present in the Council at Jerusalem when 
the Apostles decided that it was not 
necessary that the Gentiles when they 
became Christians should obey the law 
of circumcision and the other customs 
of the law of Moses. 

His General Epistle was probably 
written shortly before his death which 
was brought about by the hatred of the 
Jewish priests. Being jealous of his in- 
fluence, his enemies plotted his death. 
During the governorship of Festus they 
had been able to accomplish nothing 
against the Apostle so they determined 
to do their utmost before the arrival of 
Festus’ successor. The high priest called 
together a council before which St. James 
and some others were summoned as vio- 
lators of the law. He was condemned to 
be stoned to death, but before the sen- 
tence was carried out they wished him to 
persuade the Christians to deny Christ. 
The Scribes and Pharisees therefore 
came to him saying that as he was re- 
garded by the whole nation as a man of 
justice they desired him to forsake Christ 
and to use his influence to lead those per- 
sons, who had thought Jesus to be the 
Saviour, back to Judaism, and also pro- 
mising to place him on the top of the 
temple where he might be seen and heard 
by all. When the day arrived on which 
he was to address the people he was 
taken to an high place of the temple and 
called upon to renounce Christ. But St 
James replied in a voice that could be 
heard by all: ‘‘Why do ye inquire of 
Jesus, the Son of Man? He sits in 
heaven, on the right hand of the majesty 
on High, and will come again in the 
clouds of heaven.” When the people 
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heard this they sent up a great shout and 
said : ** Hosanna to the Son of David.” 

It was then evident to the Scribes and 
Pharisees that the people had only been 
confirmed in their faith, and they decided 
to put the Apostle to death immediately. 
Throwing him from the roof they shouted: 
“The just man also hath erred, he must 
be stoned.” St. James was badly bruised 
by the fall but getting upon his knees he 
prayed for his murderers until he was 
killed by a blow from a club, after he 
had been cruelly stoned. His body was 
buried at Jerusalem but was later carried 
to Constantinople. 

‘The symbol of St. James is a peculiar 
shaped club which represents the instru- 
ment of his death.

‘The Clergy are 
also ready to visit other aged and infirm persons who, 
though not members of the church, desire their ministra- 
tions. 


Funerals :—The Clergy should first be consulted before 
arrangements are made for funerals, so that the time set 
may uot conflict with other appointments which they 
may have already made. 

Requlems.—'The office Placebo or Vespers of the Dead 
is said on the fourth Friday evening of each month ex- 
cept it be a feast day. Masses of Requiem are said every 
Friday which is not a festival The departed members 
of the parish are remembered by name at these services 
for one year from the date of therr decease, 


N. B.—Persons desiring music at weddings or funerals 
must arrange beforehand for the payment of the expense, 
otherwise it will not be furnished.

The Church Wear. 
(CONTINUED.) 
BY JOHN A. SHEARMAN, 


Advent.— The Church has set apart Ad- 
vent as a season of preparation for the 
coming of our Lord. Anciently the forty 
days before Christmas were observed as a 
time of prayer and fasting in order to 
make ready for this great feast. This 
forty days has now been reduced to four 
weeks during which the Church does not 
require her children to fast as of old. But 
instead of fasting she sends up her pray- 
ers for the second coming of Christ, and 
wears the violet of repentance. The four 
weeks of Advent correspond to the four 
thousand years during which the Children 
of Israel waited for the coming of the Mes- 
siah. The second coming of Christ is set 
forth in the Gospels and Lessons for the 
Sundays in Advent. 

As a time of waiting, Advent symbol- 
izes what our whole life should be—a 
perpetual preparation for our Lord’s com- 
ing at the day of judgment ; for the time 
when ‘‘they shall see the Son of Man 
coming in a cloud with power and great 
glory.” And at that time, if we have 
not made our entire life an “ Advent,” 
we shall be among those whose “* hearts 
are failing them for fear” for then we 
shall know “that the kingdom of God is 
nigh at hand.” Oh! how we would try 
to be prepared for that second coming if 
we only remembered that : 


“Our blest Redeemer will return 
To right the ills this earth hath borne ; 
We caunot tell the day or year, 
If distant far or very near; 
We only know that he will come 
And leave awhile his blessed home ; 
Come with his great and glorious train, 
To mete out righteous loss or gain ; 
Come though his warnings be unheard, 
And many hearts remain unstirred ; 
Come though mankind refuse to know 
Their Advent joy or Advent woe ; 
Come to dispel the heavy cloud 
Which hangs o'er time like some dark 

shroud, 

‘The cloud first seen in Eden fair, 
When in the curse we had our share,” 


The Nativity of our Lord.— We hear the 
song far overhead, 

Which made the plains of Bethlehem ring, 

Startling her shepherds in the night, 

With ‘peace on earth, good will to men :' 


We see a blaze of dazzling light, 
Filling their souls with sudden awe, 
Until the angel told to them, 

The joyful tidings which he bore." 
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Christmas Day! What a thrill of joy 
and gladness this glorious feast day brings 
tous! We seem to hear the message of 
the angel: ‘‘Onearth, peace good will 
toward men,” for a great happiness fills 
our souls. And why should it not be so? 
Is not this the day on which the Son of 
God came into the world to bring peace 

sand forgiveness to all men? We give 

gifts to one another on this day in token 
of our esteem, but what present is to be 
compared to that divine gift of the Son of 
God. 

During the four weeks of Advent we 
have been preparing for the coming of 
our Lord and now he desires to come to 
us in the Blessed Sacrament that we may 
be made one with him. Therefore 
Christmas is one of the days on which 
the Church requires that we should com- 
municate. And itis right that we should 
do this, for on this day Christ came down 
from heaven to give us life. He is the 
“living bread’? by which we are to 
“live forever.” In the place of his birth 
we see a fitting symbol of this, for Christ 
the ‘‘living bread” was born in Bethle- 
hem, which means, “ house of bread.” 

From Christmas until the Sunday after 
Epiphany the Church wears her festal 
garments of white and gold, and joins 
her carols with those of the angels and 
shepherds in the worship of Christ. 

The custom of having a Creche in the 
Church originated with St. Francis of 
Assisi who wished in this way to inspire 
a greater devotion in the people. 


The Circumcision.—Kight days after 
his birth our Lord fulfilled the law of 
Moses which required the circumcision of 
all male children. Circumcision was a 
symbol of Christian baptism and so it 
was on this day that our Lord took the 
name Jesus which had been revealed to 
his Virgin Mother at the time of the 
Annunciation. As we think on this event 
in which our Lord obeyed the law and 
also first shed his blood for our sins we 
should resolve to obey him in all things, 
and by our obediece show our love for 
him who out of his great love for us 
*‘ became obedient unto death, even the 
death of the cross.” 


The Epiphany.—Five days after the 
Circumcision our Lord was adored by the 
three kings. It was the time of the mani- 
festation of Christ to the Gentiles, Up 
to this time the Jews had been the chosen 
people of God but by leading the wise 


men to Bethlehem our Lord showed that 
thence forth all nations were to be his 
people. 

In the Gospel for the day St. Matthew 
tells of this visit of the wise men and of 
the gifts which they brought. ‘These 
three gifts, gold, frankincense and myrrh 
were symbols of the office of our Lord. 
The gold signified his kingship, the 
frankincense his divinity, and the myrrh 
his passion and death.

‘Indeed sir,” said Charlie, when 
Father Cuthbert had ceased, ‘‘ what you 
say, only makes me more than ever long 
to be admitted among you. If God will 
only allow me to be a real monk, how 
grateful I shall be.” 

Father Cuthbert was delighted at the 
common sense, frank, and matter-of-fact 
way, in which Charles Lyndhurst seemed 
prepared to commence his struggle in the 
Monastery.

From the Choir they 
proceeded to the adjoining large room, 
which was Refectory, Community Room, 
Chapter Room, School Room, all in one, 
Up stairs were the Dormitories, and Ab- 
bot’s Cell. In one of the two large Dor- 
mitories the boys of the Choir slept, and 
Father Philip, who had the surveillance 
ofthem. In the next Dormitory were 
beds for the novices, and Father Drostan, 
who was appointed over them. The ele- 
gant early English windows of the Dor- 
mitories, formed the frames of the most 
exquisite landscapes: from them the 
glorious mountains, the sweep of the 
beautiful valley beneath, the deep ravine 
in front of the Convent, formed a scene of 
loveliness. which no words could do jus- 
tice to. Indeed this was a place of peace 
and beauty, in which to learn “‘the Imi- 
tation of Christ.” 

The next day, the solemn service for 
admitting Charles Lyndhurst to the 
noviciate, took place at eleven o’clock, 
For one year Charles took the vow of 
chastity, whereby he offered his body a 
sacrifice to God; the vow of poverty 
whereby he renounced the world; the 
vow of obedience, whereby he renounced 
himself. 

t Charles Lyndhurst’? had passed 
away; and ‘ Brother Placidus,” left the 
Choir of the Abbey, in the procession as 
the newly crowned novice of the Order 
of S, Benedict. 


CHAPTER VI. 


BROTHER PLACIDUS’ LIFE, 


Among the peculiarities of cloistral life 
almost everyone, who has lived in en- 
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closure for any length of time, remarks 
upon the exceeding rapidity with which 
days, weeks, and months fly by. Rarely 
do monks or novices complain, of ennui, 
Every portion of the day is so thoroughly 
employed, and the employment is so di- 
versified, between praise, prayer. manual 
labour, pious reading, study, self-exami- 
nation, and meditation, while none of 
these employments last a sufficient length 
of time to induce weariness. The ever 
varying daily routine of work. the chang- 
ing beauties of the ritual, the oft recur- 
ting festivals—all these aid the speedy 
wings of Time, in his flight down the 
river of life, into that bright ocean of 
eternal glory, towards which, the eyes of 
the faithful monk are ever turning. 
Bright, calm, and joyousis this dedicated 
life. Foretastes of the celestial gladness, 
are continually welling up in the soul, 
and causing the heart to realize, more 
truly than utterance can relate, or pen 
can write, the certainty of that bliss, 
which, as yet, ‘‘it hath not entered into 
the heart of man to conceive.” Yet 
these moments of heaven's own calm are 
like jewels set in a sombre frame, for the 
monk's life is also one of weirdlike combat 
with the evil one. From the very fact 
of the monk having so absolutely re. 
nounced the devil.and his works, that 
arch-enemy conceives more cruel and 
nore subtle plots against him. Tempta- 
tions, which, in the world, would not ap- 
pear to be such, are most overwhelming 
to the soul, in the cloister; and, while 
sius of impurity, blasphemy, dishonesty, 
gluttony, and such like, seldom, or never, 
obtain place in the life of a monk, there 
are countless trials, that he has to endure, 
the bitterness of which, the athlete him- 
self alone can tell. 

Satan's rage against a monastery, the 
home of consecrated souls, is of course, 
more earnest and terrible than against 
the homes of other Christians. The more 
grace God gives, the more determined 
the rage and hate of Satan, against the 
vessel of grace. For behold ! the life of 


the cloister is the shadow of the sacrifice 
of Calvary, which saveth and embraceth 
the world. Wail, then, ye mighty ath- 
letes of the cross! Hail, splendid victors 
in the unknown strite. /ncarnations of 
the Godhead ye indeed must be! Yea, 
Jesus lives in you, His virgin brides; 
and, through your wondrous splendours 
of heroic fame, he silenceth the so-called 
science, that denies the very true reality 
of the Almighty Christ. 


Brother Placidus was learning the re- 
splendent mysteries of this vowed life, 
and growing in the knowledge of monas- 
tic mysteries, more and more, and day by 
day. But Brother Placidus was not long 
to live the life of earth. With a real, 
though somewhat selfish, grief, the 
fathers and novices noticed the fading of 
the colour from his cheek, the lassitude 
that at times almost bore him down, and 
then, frequently, a most peculiar kind of 
fainting fit would altogether prostrate 
him. But his smile grew sweeter, his 
voice more mellow, his eyes more joyous. 
Very often, he appeared to have a trans- 
lucent look about him, and his eyes were 
generally fixed upon the skies, with a 
yearning rapturous longing. Brother 
Placidus loved to be alone; and when he 
could do so, he would take up his favour- 
ite position, sitting or kneeling on the 
altar step, before the Blessed Sacrament, 
but in such a way, that he could raise his 
eyes to the open lancet window, and look 
out upon the sweep of glorious hills, and 
the bright blue sky above them. 


One day Brother Placidus entered the 
Abbot’s cell, and knelt down. ‘‘ What is 
it, my son?” demanded the Rev. Father, 
remarking anxiously on the novice’s ex- 
hausted looks. 


“ Dear father, I hardly like to make my 
daring request ; but will you tell me, that 
I may ask a great blessing from you?” 

“ Well, what is it?’ said the Abbot, 
with a loving smile, laying his hand on 
the shoulder of the kneeling novice. “I 
give you leave to ask what’you wish.” 
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“Then may Itake the final vows on 
Ascension Day? I feel dear father, that 
I’m soon going to die. Such strange 
sinkings and weariness come over me, so 
often. I’ve tried hard to shake them off 
—indeed I have; but then, when work 
is over, these feelings end in such pros- 
trations. Iam so sorry for the anxiety 
I have caused you lately, but I don’t think 
it will last long. Dear, dear father, may 
I take the last vows on Ascension Day ?”” 

t I will talk the matter over with Father 
Basil, and let you know to-morrow, after 
Terce.”” 

On the next morning Brother Placidus 
received the promise, that he should make 
his final profession on Ascension Day. 


CHAPTER VII. 
DEATH OF BROTHER PLACIDUS. 

Ascension Day wascome. It was three 
o’clock in the morning; the stars were 
shining still in the silent heavens,chanting 
with neither speech nor language, their 
exquisite harmony of choral praise. The 
bells of the Monastery all at once startled 
the quiet valleys with their gladsome 
peal, waking the really countless echoes 
of the grand old mountains, which rose, 
like mighty watchers all around that sa- 
cred home of purity, and love, and praise. 
It is the chime for Lauds, that thrills 
through the silence of that early spring 
morning, The Matins are just over, and 
the rule of S. Benedict permits a vacant 
quarter of an hour, before the next service. 


The monks are taking a breath of fresh 
air in their garden, on the mountain side, 
or in the winding paths among the thick 
shrubs, in the ravine under the Abbey. 
Not a word, of course, is spoken. With 
hoods closely drawn over their faces, and 
their hands folded in the ample sleeves 
of their long, flowing cowls, or under 
their scapulars, they enjoy the fresh 
morning air. 

And now the day-break is bursting 
over the eastern hills. The crimson lamp 
is still burning in the dormitory, and 
from the last cell but one, at the south 
end of the western cloister, a bright taper 
is also shining. That cell is named the 
‘ Place of Peace.” Brother Placidus is 
itstenant, He is not allowed to attend 
the solemn Mattins, in the Choir, on ac- 
count of the long fast before him to-day ; 
for his final vows will be sealed by the 
receiving of the Sacred Body of his God. 
He has however obtained permission to 
say the office in his cell, He has just 
finished the office, by saying the collect. 
‘Grant, we beseech Thee, Almighty 
God, that, like as we believe Thine only- 
begotten Son to-day to have ascended 
into the heavens, so we may, in heart and 
mind, thither ascend, and with Him con- 
tinually dwell. 


He closed the book ; his head dropped 
upon the straw pillow ; and Brother Pla- 
cidus fell asleep. Let us leave him sleep- 
ing, in his sweet hallowed slumber, and 
ourselves also pause, and rest in the 
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thought of the wondrous blessedness of 
being among the “ransomed elect” of 
the King. “He giveth Iis beloved 
sleep.” 

In the chapel, chairs for over one hun- 
dred visitors are provided on the present 
occasion. Outside the choir gates a bier 
is standing, covered with a purple velvet 
pall. At the head and against the foot, 
stand tall brass candlesticks, supplied 
with huge wax candles. 

Among those already occupying the 
seat we may observe Mrs. Lyndhurst and 
Lord Lyndhurst—also our friend Leonard 
Morris. 

At last the little procession frog the 
Monastery enters the Choir. Little 
Brother Angelus bears the processional 
crucifix, the monks follow with the Ab- 
bot wearing cope and mitre. How beau- 
ful Brother Placidus looked! Quite 
placid—no excitemen now seemed to be 
firing his frame. A calm, glad joy sat 
upon his sweet face, which seemed to say, 
“I am satisfied.” 

As the service advanced, the deep 
solemnity increased. Atlast, the solemn 
vows were taken, and the Blessed Sacra- 
ment sealed them. At this point in the 
service, it is permitted to the new monk 
to take a final leave of his friends ; but, 
by mutual agreement with them, this 
leave taking was waived. Father Pla- 
cidus was now laid on the bier outside 
the Choir gates. The Abbey bell com- 
menced a solemn funeral toll. ‘The music 
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was hushed into a most solemn minor 
wail. The beautiful youth is bidding 
farewell to this world. He seems as if in 
a rapturous trance. A flush unwonted is 
on his cheek, as Father Basil and Father 
Philip raise him on the bier. The pall 
is thrown over his recumbent form, and 
the funeral service is commenced. 


Now the priests’ voices are hushed; and, 
while the bier is slowly borne within the 
Choir, the novices softly sing the solemn 
chant: ‘‘ When Israel came out of Egypt, 
and the house of Jacob from among the 
strange people, Judah was His sanctuary, 
and Israel His dominion.” 


The gates are closed. The bier is laid 
in front of the altar, The Abbot ad- 
vances. He raises the pall that Father 
Placidus may be assisted to rise, and 
receive the holy cowl. 


Father Placidus is sleeping. Yes !— 
sleeping in Jesus, calmly and sweetly. 
His spirit hath risen to the convent in 
the sky; it hath gained the choir of vir- 
gins ‘here, where lily gardens exhale a 
tireless fragrance, around the virgin King 
and His pure virgin brides. He is en- 
folded in the longed-for embrace of his 
Beloved. 


The Abbot was the first to perceive that 
Father Placidus had ‘‘/eft his Monas- 
tery.” He replaced the pall with tremb- 
ling hands, and a quiet `‘ Hush !’’ which 
stilled, in an instant, every scarcely sub- 
dued sound of terror or of grief. 
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The body of the young saint was 
clothed, at once, with the sacred habit, 
that he had so yearned for. The monks’ 
hymn then arose, as though the newly 
professed had been kneeling, lily crowned, 
before the holy alter. 


Dead with Me! Then death is over; 
Passed for aye are death’s dark fears. 
Come to Me, my well-beloved , 
I have wiped away thy tears. 

Come and live beneath My shadow , 
Come and rest beside My Throne ; 
Come and dwell with Me, thy Lover ; 

Come and live with Me alone, 

I will show thee all My beauty ; 
Thou shalt see thy lover's face ; 
Thou shalt grow on in My likeness, 

Dwelling, living in My grace. 
In sweet whispers, I will tell thee 
How 1 love thee, and will love 
On, through the eternal ages, 
In My palace bright above. 
Come, beloved, all forgetting— 
Father, mother, earthly home, 
So with Me, in ageless sunshine, 
And the virgins thou shalt roam. 
Angels, virgins, saints, and martyrs 
Stream from pearly portals down ; 
See! they stand in crowds around thee, 
Smiling at thy virgin crown; 
Glory to the Spouse of virgins. 
Glory to the Father be ! 
Glory to the blessed Spirit, 
Now and for eternity! Amen.

The Hethlebem Tableaur. 


OR the fourth time the members of St. 
Elisabeth’s Sunday Schools presented the 
Mystery Play of Bethlehem to an appreciative 
audience, We are sure all, who were present, 
feel that they owe a debt of gratitude to the 
actors and singers who lifted up our hearts and 
minds, from dwelling on the sordid things of 
this earth, to the contemplation of the mysteries 
of the early life of the Incarnate Son of God. 
First, the chorus of boys and girls gave the 
key note for the night in the old Christmas 
Carol, From far away. Then, after the saying 
of the Collect for Lady Day, came the recitation

In the first Tableaux, we saw and heard the 
Prophet Isaiah proclaiming to King Ahaz, the 
coming of an Immaculate Virgin who would 
give birth to Emmanuel. Then there was 
brought before us a scene in the early life of 
that “ Virgin foretold,” Mary kneeling at the 
knees of St. Anne reading the 87th Psalm;

Then we see the 
Mother of God going up into the high mount- 
ains, bringing good tidings, and saying to the 
cities of Judah, Behold your God! And the 
salutation of St. Elisabeth resounds in our ears, 
Presently we are carried to the hill country 
about Jerusalem, where the Shepherds were 
watching their sheep, selected for the Temple 
Sacrifices, about the tower of , and hear 
the angels singing, Gloria in excelsis. Then we 
behold Mary and St. Joseph worshipping the 
Babe of Bethlehem, cradled in the manger, with 
the ass and ox standing by, who know their 
Master's crib. 

The Shepherds again appear upon the scene, 
and in deep humility render their silent worship. 
Then the curtain rising we behold the Wise 
Men of the East following the Star, that had 
arisen out of Jacob, which leads them to the 
throne of their new-born King. Here we see 
them agaiu, pouring forth their gifts, prompted 
no doubt by the poverty which surrounds him. 
And finally we hear the old man Simeon sing- 
ing his Nunc Dimittis, for his “eyes have seen 
his Jesus.” And like Blessed Mary of old, we 
go away pondering these things in our hearts ; 
which are again impressed upon us by the words 
of the saintly Ken :

The Epiphany Festival. 


PE Annual Service for the children of St. 

Elisabeth’s occurred this year on the Feast 
of the Epiphany, thus bringing out more of the 
meaning of this Feast, and adding much to the 
reality of the Service.

The Sunday School offering, 
in gold, was then given to one; a censer, with 
incense, to another ; and a box of myrrh, to the 
third king. 

After the singing of the Gospel of the Wise 
Virgins, each girl was presented with a lighted 
lamp, and crowned with a wreath of flowers. 

After the solemn blessing, all formed for the 
procession to the Creche, during which there 
was sung the <Ideste fideles. Ou the arrival of 
the Five Wise Virgins to the Crib, they knelt 
and presented their glowing lamps to the Lamb; 
which we hope they may ever follow in their 
lives undefiled, until they reach the promised 
shore. 

During the singing of “ We three Kings,” 
each king came forward, singing the appropriate 
verse, and presented his gift to his Infant Sov- 
ereign; a lesson which we hope may teach 
them to consecrate themselves as living obla- 
tions in the priesthood, ever ready to offer up 
those gifts well pleasing in the eyes of the 
Father, 

Then after a short prayer, the Return was 
made to ‘their own country’? another way, 
singing those suggestive words of O dona patria ;

grant, that we through his mercy may attain.

Meditation on the Passion. 


Tet every tongue give thanks unto 
thee, O Father, for the superabundance 
of thy love, in that thou sparedst not 
thine own Son, but deliveredst him up to 
death for us all, that we might have him 
as a faithful advocate before thee in 
heaven. 

For, behold, crowned with glory and 
honour, he standeth before thy face for 
us, at the right hand of thy majesty ; for 
he is our flesh and our brother. Look, 
O Lord, upon the face of thine annointed, 
who became obedient unto thee, even 
unto death; nor let the scars of his 
wounds be hidden from thy eyes forever, 
that thou mayest remember the satisfac- 
tion thou hast received from him. 

And to thee, O Lord, Jesu. O most 
mighty, whose name is Jealous, what 
thanks can I, thy creature, render to 
thee, who am mere dust, a poor vessel of 
clay? What couldest thou have done for 
my salvation, that thou hast not done for 
it? The waters of thy Passion drowned 
thee : they covered thee wholly from the 
sole of thy foot, and passed over thy 
head, that thou mightest draw me wholly 
out from them; yea, they entered even 
into thy soul; for thou abandonedst thy 
soul to death, that my soul, abandoned 
to destruction, thou mightest restore to 
me. 

Thou hast bound me by a two-fold 
obligation ; I am debtor to thee for the 
gift of thine own soul and for mine ; for 
mine which thou hast twice given me; 
once in creation and once in redemption : 
what have I beside it, which I can most 
justly give thee back ? 

But for thine own precious soul, so 
sorely smitten, what worthy return man 
can give, I find not; for though for it I 
could give thee heaven and earth, and 
all their glory, most surely neither thus 
could I reach near the pressure of the 
debt. If I give thee back, as I both 
ought, and as I can, myself, this, too, O 
Lord, cometh of thy gift, 
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I must needs love thee, O my Lord, 
with my whole heart, with my whole 
soul, with my whole strength; and fol- 
low thy footsteps who hast vouchsafed to 
die for me. And how shall this be 
wrought in me but by thee? O may my 
soul cleave after thee: for all its strength 
hangeth upon thee And now, O Lord, 
my Redeemer, I adore thee as very God: 
I trust in thee, I hope in thee; with all 
the longing I can, I pant after thee; 
help my imperfection. I incline my 
whole being at the glorious signs of thy 
Passion, wherewith thou wroughtest my 
salvation. The royal standard of thy 
victorious Cross, in thy name, O Christ, 
I adore. Thy thorny. diadem, the nails 
ruddy with thy blood, the spear plunged 
into thy sacred side, thy wounds, thy 
blood, thy sepulchre, thy glorious and 
triumphant resurrection and glorification, 
O Christ, meekly I adore and glorify. 


For the odour of life breathes upon me 
` in all these by the life-giving odour of 
these raise, my spirit, O Lord, from the 
death of sin; by the virtue of these 
shield me from the cunning of Satan, 
and so strengthen me that I may find the 
yoke of thy commandments sweet and 
that the burden of the Cross, which thou 
biddest me carry after thee, may feel 
light upon my soul, 

For what is my strength, that, as thou 
commandest, I should sustain, with un- 
broken mind, so manifold tribulations, 
that hedge me round about? Are my 
feet like hart’s feet, that I Should be able 
to come up to thee, who runnest swiftly 
along the thorns and roughnesses of thy 
Passion ? 

But hear my voice, O Lord, and incline 
upon thy servant thy sweet Cross, which 
is a tree of life to them that lay hold 
upon it: so will I run (as I hope) vigor- 
ously, and bear after thee, unwearied, 
that other Cross which mine enemies 
may lay upon me. Put thou upon my 
shoulders that most Divine Cross, whose 
breadth is charity, whose length is etern- 


ity, whose height is almightiness, whose 
depth is wisdom unsearchable: fasten to 
it my hands and my feet, and conform 
thy servant wholly to thy Passion, O

A True Story. 


A good story is told of a poor Irish 
boy who had the misfortune to be sent to 
one of the Souper schools in Dublin;

Truly, I should despair, if I 
knew not the loving-kindness of the 
Lord. The tempter sleeps not; but 
against him, my Jesu I set the remem- 
brance of thine abundant sweetness, 
which thou showedst to David in his 
heavy sin, to the adulteress, to the 
traitor, to Mary the sinner, to Peter who 
denied thee, to the Canaanitish woman 
who cried to thee, to the seditious robber 
on the cross, to thy very crucifiers. Let 
them, therefore, who know thy name, 
put their trust in thee ; for thou, O Lord, 
never failest them that seek thee; yea, 
thou invitest them that seek thee not. 

I have gone astray like a sheep that is 
lost. For love of thee, I mourn from my 
heart of hearts. O that I had never 
offended thee! O that I might never 
hereafter offend thee! O that I might be 
as in the former days, in the days when 
I yet enjoyed the Fatherly sweetnesss of 
thy countenance! But even now look 
thou upon me, and be meciful unto me, 
for I am desolate and iu misery. Under- 
take for thy servant for good, for whither 
shall I flee any more from thy face? 
Ever since I forsook thee, without thee 
it has always gone ill with me. Cast me 
not away from thy presence; deliver me 
not over with the evil-doers, Thy sacri- 
fice is a troubled spirit; a broken and 
contrite heart do not thou despise. ‘Thou 
that searchest the hearts and reins, thou 
knowest my hearts desire, and my groan- 
ing is not hid from thee. 

Christ, Can a mother forget her suck- 
ing child, that she should not have com- 
passion on the son of her womb? Yea, 
though she forget, yet will not I forget 
thee. I gave my life for thee, and 
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washed thee in my blood: if thy sins be 
as scarlet they shall be as white as snow ; 
though they be red like crimson, they 
shall be as wool. 

Man. © how good and sweet is thy 
spirit, O Lord, in all things! Bless the 
Lord, O my soul, and forget not all his 
benefits ; who forgiveth all thy sins and 
healeth all thine infirmities ; who saveth 
thy life from destruction and crowneth 
thee with mercy and loving-kindness ; 
who satisfieth thy mouth with good 
things, making thee young and lusty as 
an eagle. I thank thee O Lord, from 
mine inmost heart, that thou hast thus 
long given me life and mercy, and that 
thou hast not, as thou mightest, cut me 
off in my sins, but hast in goodness 
spared me to bring me to repentance. 


Christ. That thou mayest be more 
fully restored to my favour after thus con- 
fessing thy unrighteousness to me, go 
and show thyself also to the Priest, to 
whom I have given the power of binding 
and of loosing. Who so hideth his 
wickedness shall not be set right, but he 
that confesses and forsakes it shall obtain 
mercy. Myson, be not ashamed to tell 
the truth for thy soul’s sake. There isa 
shame that bringeth sin, and there is a 
shame that bringeth glory. Open, then, 
thy conscience frankly and sincerely to 
him who is in my stead, and he shall 
open heaven to thee, for to this end the 
keys of the kingdom of heaven have been 
delivered to him. 

Why be ashamed to say before a man, 
a sinner like thyself, what thou hast not 
been ashamed to do before me? Where- 
soever thou art, thou art laid open to 
mine eyes, which behold the good and 
bad in every place. Away with this 
shamefacedness, ‘en only profitable when 
thou wouldest sin, žen harmful when 
thou wouldestrepent. What is it to hide 
thy sin but to cover up thy wounds, and 
reject the physician’s hand until they 
fester by reason of thy folly? Fearest 
thou exposure to one man, like thyself, 
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when thou shalt be accused and con- 
demed in the eyes of the whole world? 

What wilt thou, wretched, do in that 
day when I shall bring to light the hid- 
den things of darkness, and disclose the 
counsels of the heart? Then shall there 
be nothing secret which shall not be 
known. Then that which hath been said 
and done in darkness:shall be laid bare 
in the light of the world. Blush not then 
to say what thou hast not blushed to do. 

O how many, through ill-timed shame, 
have found mine ordinances, which are 
the vessels of grace and salvation, a stone 
of stumbling and a rock of offence. 
Master this preposterous shame ; humble 
thyself before my Priest, whom I have 
appointed in my place, as my ambassador 
and thy counsellor and physician. De- 
clare thy wickedness that thou mayest 
be justified. 

Man. I said I will confess my sins 
unto the Lord, yea, and to the man 
whom I revere as thy vicegerent; and 
do thou O Lord, forgive the iniquity of 
my sin. I am human and I know that 
in my flesh dwelleth no good thing ; and 
if I say that I have no sin Iam a liar, 
and deceive myself. I have nothing of 
my own, but to err, to fall, to be ignorant, 
to be deceived ; why should I deny it or 
wish to seem more innocent or holier to 
man than thou who seest the very secrets 
of my heart knowest me to be? Rather 
let me openly lay bare my sins to him 
that he, whom thou hast made my 
physician, may the sooner heal me. 


The Presence of Fesus in Holy 
Communion, 


Mary P—, a woman in humble circum- 
stances, who lived at Stover, near Tein- 
grace in South Devonshire, England, was 
baptized and confirmed in the Church, 
but, her parents falling into the habit of 
attending dissenting meetings, she had 
become familiar with the various ways of 
various Protestant sects. In after life, 
when her father and mother had passed 
away, to use her own words—'‘It was 
borne in upon her that she must receive 
the Sacrament.” She accordingly went 
to the Baptists’ meeting when their com- 
munion was to be observed, and was 
allowed to remain throughout that which 
was done, but after seeing and hearing 
all, she went away, saying to herself, 
‘That is zof the Sacrament.” She after- 
wards, in the same way, attended the 
Methodists’ meeting, but came away say- 
ing to herself again, “That is not the 
Sacrament.” And then, at length, she 
went to Teingrace Church, meaning only 
to be present at the celebration of the 
Holy Eucharist, but, whilst there, a 
strong impulse came upon her to go up 
to the Altar, and to receive the Blessed 
Sacrament, and so, in some sense irregu- 
larly, yet, as the event proved, with 
much lowly devotion, she made her first 
communion. After this Mary went two 
or three times to communicate again. 
And then, after the last occasion, came in 
much distress to a neighbor saying, “I 
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cannot think what I have done; I must 
have done something very wrong, but I 
cannot think what it is.’ On being 
asked what made her suppose that she 
had sinned, she said “I have been to 
the Sacrament but I have not seen the 
Lord.’’ Her friend, astonished, asked 
her what she meant: and she then said : 
“T thought every one saw the Lord, 
when they went to the Sacrament.” And 
then continued, speaking of previous acts 
of Communion. ‘‘I saw our Lord on 
the cross, and when I took the cup, I 
saw the blood flow from the wounds.” 
Her trouble was, that this last time she 
had not seen Him. ‘The good woman to 
whom she had resorted in her trouble 
answered very wisely and simply : ‘‘Well, 
Mary, I dare say that you saw this in 
order that you might know that you had 
found the Sacrament, and I do not sup- 
pose that you will ever see it again.” 
From expressions used by her, at the 
last, there is strong reason to suppose 
that at the time of her receiving her Vi- 
aticum, on the morning of the very day 
of her death, that which she appears to 
have greatly longed for, was granted to 
her, and that she was consoled by a 
renewal of the gracious vision. It seems 
to be a circumstance worthy of special 
remark, as confirmatory of the reality of 
the vision, that this faithful and lowly 
woman did not think it at all likely that 
she should receive any peculiar favor 
from our Lord; but when she saw Him, 
concluded that this was His way with all 
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who came to receive the Bread of Life 
and the Chalice of Salvation. 
Mary P died in the year of our 
Lord, 1859, aged 77.

The First Translation of the Gos- 
pel into Engltsb. 

It was on the eve of the Epiphany, 
that one of the drudges of the Monastery 
of Wearmouth, ‘‘a hewer of wood and a 
drawer of water,” came into the cell of 
the Venerable Bede. The cell was un- 
occupied, but there lay on the table a 
copy of the Scriptures in his handwriting; 
he had been illuminating it. The man 
stood full of admiration of the beautiful 
caligraphy as Bede came into the room. 
“O Master, how beautiful!” he ex- 
claimed : “how I wish that I could do 
such work as that, and understand all 
about it.’’ Bede reproved him sterrly, 
and told him to apply himself to his 
appointed tasks, and not to be ambitious 
or over-curious, and the man went off 
rebuked. Presently the hour arrived for 
the Evening Service and Bede in the 
procession saw the chapel lighted up for 
the festival. What was the inscription 
which he saw around the chapel arch? 
Surge illuminare, Jerusalem ; quia venit 
lumen tuum, et gloria Domini super te orta 
est. ‘Arise, shine, O Jerusalem, for thy 
light is come, and the glory of the Lord 
is risen upon thee.” The good Monk 
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stood startled, abashed; it read to him 
like a reproof. Next morning the poor 
servitor was seated by his side receiving 
instruction, in faith and humility both 
of teacher and taught. How the pupil 
turned out in the world of sacred lore I 
do not know, but the lesson was an abid- 
ing one for St. Bede. He was moved by 
it to turn the Latin Gospel into the vul- 
gar tongue, and the translation which he 
made of the Gospel was the first ever 
made into the Anglo-Saxon language.

Parocbial Duties. 


All members of Saint Elisabeth's are expected as a 
matter of parochial duty which they owe to God and 
their own souls:

(Continued.)

Ascension Day. 


[* is the fortieth day after Kaster and 
our Lord's stay on earth is drawing 
to a close. Had we been in Jerusalem 
we would have seen a group of men and 
women threading their way along the 
toad that leads to Bethany. In their 
midst, talking to them, is one to whom 
they listen with most devout attention ; 
and as he points heavenward, behold, the 
morning sun shines through a great gap- 
ing wound in his hand! Lo, it is the 
Lord with his blessed Mother, Mary 
Magdalene and his Apostles. 

They have now reached the top of 
Mount Olivet and our Lord is speaking 
again. Let us hear what he is saying: 
“Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, 
baptizing them in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” 
And he ‘‘commanded them that they 
should not depart from Jerusalem but 
wait for the promise of the Father.” 
“Ve shall be baptized with the Holy 
Ghost not many days hence.’’ ‘‘Lo, I 
am with you always, evex unto the end 
of the world.” Then as he blesses them 
a wonderful thing happens. They pre- 
ceive that he is rising from the earth. 
He ascends higher and higher. They 
cannot speak ; they are filled with amaze- 
ment. The brightness of the noon-day 
sun is dimmed by the glory of the 
Lord as he ascends to his Father in 
heaven, And as they stood gazing after 
him he was received into a cloud and 
they saw him no more; the last great 
act of our Lord's earthly life was finished. 

But what a joy his deciples must have 
felt in the knowledge that he had gone 
"to prepare a place” for them and for 
all men; that he had gone to ‘open the 
Kingdom of Heaven to all believers ;”' 
that he was now “our only Meditator 
and Advocate” and would forever plead 
the sacrifice of Calvary before his Father. 


And how his blessed Mother must have 
rejoiced at his exaltation and the assur- 
ance that she would see him in his 
heavenly kingdom; which hop2 was 
realized when on her Assumption she 
was caught up to God and his throne and 
now reigns as the Queen of Heaven. 

In the Eastern Church Ascension Day 
is observed by solemn processions, and 
in some places it is customary for the 
procession to go to the nearest hill in 
memory of the journey of our Lord and 
his company to Mount Olivet. From the 
top of the hill a blessing is pronounced 
on the fields and the fruits of the earth. 

After the Gospel on this day the 
Paschal candle is extinguished to remind 
us that Jesus, the Ligitt of the world, 
has ascended to his Father; and we 
should ever strive to follow him and ever 
dwell in that light. 

Let us always remember that he is our 
Saviour and our Frieud as we pray :— 

“O still may pity thee compell 

To heal the wounds of which we die ; 
And take us in thy light to dwell, 

Who for thy blissful Presence sigh.” 
* Be thou our guide, be thou our goal ; 

Be thou our pathway to the skies ; 
Our joy when sorrow fills the soul ; 

In death our everlasting prize.” 

Pentecost or Whitsun Day. 


TEX days after the Ascension and fifty 

days after Easter our Lord fulfilled 
his promise by sending the Holy Ghost 
down upon his Apostles It was Sunday 
about nine o'clock in the morning. ‘The 
Apostles, gathered together with the 
Blessed Virgin and the other women in 
the upper room, were engaged in worship 
and praying for the coming of the Holy 
Ghost. ‘Suddenly there came a sound 
from heaven as of a rushing mighty 
wind, and it filled all the house where 
they were sitting. And there appeared 
unto them cloven tongues like as of fire, 
and it sat upon each of them And they 
were all filled with the Holy Ghost, and 
began to speak with other tongues, as 
the Spirit gave them utterance.’ 


=- —— 


How this noise must have startled them 
and excited their attention. ‘The Holy 
Ghost came down in ‘a rushing mighty 
wind” which ‘filled the whole house” 
and not only the chamber where they 
were. This taught them that God meant 
his blessing for the whole world and not 
for the Jewish race alone. The Holy 
Ghost himself appeared in tongues of 
fire. ‘There is a great significance in the 
exposition of the Holy Ghost in this 
shape. The fire was a type of the union 
of faith and love that unites all in one 
body which is the Church. 


As fire gives light and reaches up to 
things that are above it, changing into 
its own elements those things which it 
touches, so the Holy Ghost works in the 
soul, giving it understanding and faith 
to attain to higher things until at last it 
attains to perfect union with God, 

The shape which the flames took 
taught the Apostles that the Holy Ghost 
was given to them in order that they 
might teach otbers to know and love 
God. 

As the Holy Ghost was with the 
Church on the first Whitsunday, giving 
it understanding and knowledge, so he 
has been with it ever since guiding it 
into all truth. 


Trinity Sunday.

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A Short Lite of St. Elisabeth, the 
Cousin of the Motber of God. 


CHAPTER I. 
HER GENEALOGY. 

St. Hippolytus the Martyr writes as 

follows; ‘‘In the reign of Cleopatra 
and Cosoparis, and before the reign of 
Herod, the son of Antipater, there were 
three sisters in Bethlehem, daughters of 
Matthan and Mary. The first was called 
Mary, the second Sobe, and the third 
Anna. Mary married in Bethlehem, and 
was the mother of Salome; Sobe also 
married in Bethlehem, and was the mother 
of Elisabeth; Anna the third sister was 
married in Galilee, and brought forth 
Mary the Mother of God, of whom Christ 
was born to us.” 

Tradition gives the name of Joachim as 
the father of the Virgin, and as it is syn- 
onymous with Eliakim, of which Heli, in 
the third Chapter of St. Luke is a short- 
ened form, the genealogy in St. Luke is 
probably that of the father of the Virgin ; 
while that in the first Chapter of St. 
Matthew is her genealogy through her 
mother St. Anne, as well as being that of 
St. Joseph. Jacob, the son of Matthan, 
therefore was the brother of St. Anne; 
and St. Joseph his son was the cousin 
german of the Blessed Virgin. This 
would make Salome, who married Zeb- 
edee, and St. Elisabeth cousins german 
also of the Mother of God. The younger 
brother of Joseph, Cleophas (or Alpheus), 
married Mary; and so by marriage she 
became the sister of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary, and her sons St. James the Less, 
St. Joses, St. Jude and St. Simeon, are 
called the brethren of our Lord, and her 
daughter Mary, the sister of our Lord. 
This would be quite natural, as tradition 
tells us that Cleophas did not long sur- 
vive his brother St. Joseph, and that the 
two families lived in Nazareth together. 

Sobe married into the House of Aaron, 
and so Elisabeth their daughter was ‘‘of 
the daughters of Aaron,” as well as

being of the House of David through her 
mother, and cousin of the Mother of God. 


CHAPTER II. 
THE BIRTI OF ST. ELISABETH 

HERE must have been great rejoicing 

in the home of the Priest, in the hill 
country south of Jerusalem, on the birth 
of their daughter. It may have been 
that she was the child of their old age, 
one who had come in answer to prayer. 
Her parents were among those who 
looked for “redemption in Israel ;’’ and 
remembered the prophecy of Israel their 
father “that the sceptre should not de- 
part from Judah, nor a law-giver from 
between his feet, until Shiloh came.” 
They were among the few who were 
faithful to all the commandments and 
ordinances of the Lord. Although the 
times were dark, they believed that God 
would surely visit his people, and remem- 
ber the oath that he sware unto Isaac. 

And it was with this faith and hope 
that they gave the name of Elisabeth to 
their only daughter, on the fifteenth day 
after her birth. A name, which in the 
Hebrew tongue, signifies ‘‘ The Sceptre 
or Oath of God.” It would also seem 
appropriate to Sobe and her husband to 
give her a name which had been borne 
by the wife of Aaron, Elisheba, who was 
a daughter of the Tribe of Judah. 

On the eightieth day after her birth, 
we can see the aged couple appearing be- 
fore the door of the Temple of the Lord, 
which was in Jerusalem, to offer the Sac- 
rifices of purification, according to the 
commandment of God. For eighty days 
Sobe had remained in the seclusion of 
her home, and now with two turtle doves 
or two young pigeons, she takes up her 
child to God's House to consecrate her 
to the Lord. 

The priest offers up one of the doves as 
a Burnt-offering to Almighty God on the 
brazen altar, which stood at the entrance 
to the Sanctuary. The other dove is 
offered as a sin-offering, and eaten by the 
priest in the court af the Temple, for it is 
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most holy. ‘Thus does the priest make 
an atonement for her, and she becomes 
clean from the issue of her blood, and 
the days of their purification are fulfilled. 


CHAPTER IIL. 
THE MARRIAGE OF ST. ELISABETIL. 

T. Elisabeth was brought up in the 

nurture and admonition of the Lord. 
The Sacred Scriptures were her daily 
study and meditation ; especially did she 
take as the guide of her life the words of 
King Lemuel (taught him by his mother), 
that the heart of her future husband 
might safely trust in her. (Prov. xxxi.) 
Her Phylacteries she learnt by heart, 
that the words might be inscribed upon 
her mind and soul, as well as upon the 
strips of vellum in the small cases of calf- 
skin, which she wore on her forehead 
and left arm. These Phylacteries were 
were also found upon the door-posts of 
their house; and in them were inscribed 
the words from Exodus xiii: 2-10, 11-17, 
and Deut. vi: 4-9, 13-22. Thus did she 
learn to love the Lord her God with all 
her heart, and with all her soul, and with 
all her might. It is probable that Elisa- 
beth was brought up in the town of Heb- 
ron, one of the cities of the priests in the 
hill country south of Jerusalem. The 
other priestly city in this hill country, 
Juttah was destined to be her future 
home, for there it is thought Zacharias, 
the son of Barachias, dwelt. The Jewish 
priests were arranged into twenty-four 
courses, and each course in succession 
served for one week in the Temple. 
Zacharias was of the course of Abia, the 
eighth in order. 

‘The proposal of marriage was made by 
the parents of Zacharias to Sobe and her 
husband, and it was a matter of but a 
few days when presents to the bride rati- 
fied the espousal, ‘The ceremony of the 
marriage now followed, and Zacharias 
went up to Hebron to claim his bride. 
Elisabeth was arrayed in white, with a 
girdle of wrought gold interwoven with 
many colours; a chaplet of flowers sur-

mounted her head of flowing hair, from 
which descended the veil which envel- 
oped her in its folds. The time was one 
of great rejoicing, and many blessings 
were showered down with the rice upon 
the heads of the newly married. This 
feasting was kept up for seven days, and 
finally the time drew near when she was 
to leave her native town to take up her 
abode in the home of her husband, some 
considerable distance further to the south. 
In Zacharias she found as faithful a com- 
pauion in ‘‘in the Worship of the Lord,” 
as his name signified, and together they 
longed and prayed for the coming Re- 
deemer, which the signs of the times so 
fully foretold was about to appear. 


CHAPTER IV. 
THE HOME, 

N° child came to bless the union of 

these two Saints of God. Morning, 
noon and evening their prayers went up 
before.God, and with them a special peti- 
tion for a son. But years passed bye, 
and their prayers remained unanswered. 
Elisabeth was one who worked willingly 
with her hands, The sound of the spin- 
dle was ever heard in that humble habi- 
tatiou. All who sought alms at her door 
went away with words of praise; and the 
poor and needy could shew the coats and 
garments made for them by her hands as 
they praised her in the gates. Moreover, 
she was one who feared the Lord. At 
the appointed times she would be found 
with her husband in the Temple courts, 


offering the accustomed sacrifices, In all 
the commandments aud ordinances of the 
Lord they walked blameless. 

Twice in the year her husband went 
up to Jerusalem, to take his duty among 
the priests in the Temple. His daily 
work was chosen each morning by lot. 
This was preceded by prayer and confes- 
sion of faith called Shema; which con- 
sisted chiefly in repeating the words of 
Moses in Deut. vi: 4-9; xi: 13-21, and 
Numbers xv: 37-41. Sometimes it would 
fall to his lot to offer the daily sacrifices, 
and sprinkle the blood. At other times 
he had to trim and replenish the seven- 
branch candle-sticks. Then he would 
draw the privilege of making the Shew- 
bread, and on the first day of the week 
of replacing the old with the new on 
the Altar of Shewbread, together with 
the chalice of wine and the thurible of 
incense. And once, perhaps, in a life 
time, it might fall to his lot to offer in- 
cense in the Holy Place before the Lord. 
Then his work ended he would return 
to his holy home, poor and mean in 
its outward appearance, rejoicing in the 
virtues of his holy wife, in whom his 
heart did safely trust. 

The house of Zacharias was probably 
one of the ordinary kind, one story in 
height and of rough-cast plaster. On the 
outside its plainness was relieved by a 
small door and one or two small latticed 
windows. Within the rooms opened on 
to a small court, which was the common 
place for the daily work and recreation.

The Christ of the Andes. 


N° many years ago Chile and Argen- 

tina were on the verge of war. An 
old boundary dispute had broken out 
anew and was intensified by the dis- 
covery of an unsuspected value in the 
eighty thousand square miles of territory 
involved. 

The two nations grew more hostile. 
Each was goaded by the other's warlike 
preparations to make more provisions for 
a war believed to be inevitable. Their 
standing armies were increased to a bur- 
densome size, and their navies were 
enlarged by new and expensive ships. 
The tax for these wasteful preparations 
amounted to five dollars per capita in the 
two nations. 

To the honor of Christian men in both 
nations, let it be remembered that these 
demonstrations did not go on without 
protest. On both sides of the line clergy- 
men of the Roman Catholic Church, as 
well as the representatives of the English 
government in both countries, labored 


earnestly and kindly for the averting of 
so great a disaster. Bishop Benavente, 
of Argentina and Bishop Jara, of Chile, 
were foremost in their pleas for peace. 
They journeyed back and forth in their 
respective countries, rousing the clergy 
and laity by their pleading for the tangi- 
ble expression of abiding peace between 
the nations, in the form of a monument 
on the boundary-line. 

It was this movement that gave focus 
to the peace sentiment. The plan to 
erect a statue of Christ between the na- 
tions rebuked the clamor for war. At 
last the boundary dispute was referred 
by agreement to the King of England ; 
and his decision, which awarded to each 
nation a part of what it had contended 
for, gave general satisfaction. 

Then the two nations, gratified by the 
result, signed a treaty, agreeing that for 
a term of years all controversies between 
them should be submitted to arbitration, 
and that they would reduce their armies 
and navies. 

The women of the two nations took up 
the movement for the monument. A 
young sculptor, Mateo Alonzo, modeled 
the statue of Christ, which was cast in 
bronze produced from old cannon. It is 
twenty-six feet in height, and is sup- 
ported by a granite column surmounted 
by a globe, on which the map of the 
world is outlined. In His left hand the 
Christ holds a cross, rising five feet 
above the statue, His right hand is out- 
stretched in blessing. Below are two 
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tablets. One gives the history of the 
monument, and the other says, ‘‘ Sooner 
shall these mountains crumble unto dust 
than shall the people of Argentina and 
of Chile break the peace to which they 
have pledged themselves at the feet of 
Christ the Redeemer.”’ 

On the very summit of the Andes, and 
on the boundary-line settled with mutual 
satisfaction and without strife, the statue 
was erected March 13, 1904, a benedic- 
tion to the nations that erected it, and a 
lesson to the world. 

The new battleships were sold, and the 
proceeds turned to peaceful uses. Regi- 
ments have been mustered out, and the 
men have returned to their productive 
vocations The arsenal of Chile has 
been converted into a school. The roads 
and harbors of both nations have been 
improved with the money saved from 
war. The great transandean railway is 
tunneling through the mountains and 
bringing the nations nearer together in 
time and commercial interests. Taxes 
are reduced. The people prosper. Best 
of all, the Spirit of the Christ has shown 
the world a better way than war.

(Continued. 
CHAPTER V. 

THE VISION OF ST. ZACHARIAS. 
"THE time drew near when Zacharias 

was again at Jerusalem, joining with 
his associates in perlorming the services 
of the Temple. He was reciting with 
them the daily Shema, and his thoughts 
turned to the promises of Jehovah con- 
tained in it, that the days of their children 
should be multiplied ; and yet God had 
not answered his prayer, and what part 
could he have in these promises who had 
not been blessed with a child. He con- 
tinued in the recitation :—‘‘ That ye may 
remember, and do all my commandments, 
and be holy unto your God. Iam the 
Lord your God, which brought you out 
of the land of Egypt, to be your God: 
I am the Lord your God. Amen.” The 
Confession of Faith was finished, the lot 
was drawn, and the highest of all the 
priestly duties, that of Burning Incense, 
fell to the husband of Elisabeth. 

The Altar of Gold, whereon was offered 
the Sacrifice of Incense, stood in the midst 
of the Holy Place, between the Seven- 
branciied Candlestick and the Table of 
Shewbread. Behind it hung the Veil of 
blue, and purple, and scarlet worked in 
fine twined linen, with representations of 
cherubims embroidered upon it. This 
veil separated the Holy Place from the 
Holy of Holies. Everything about the 
Sanctuary must be made ready before 
he went in—the wicks of the lamps 
trimmed, the ashes removed from the 
altar, and a fresh fire kindled upon it. 
These finished, Zacharias takes the Cen- 
sor aud goes alone into the Holy Place; 
the people bowing themselves low in 
silent prayer. Ata signal given him by 
the Chief Priest, he casts the precious 
perfume upon the flame; and then bow- 
ing low before the Holy of Holies, he 
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was to recede slowly, stepping backward, 
that he might not turn his face away 
from the Altar, A bell would warn those 
without of his withdrawal, but to day it 
did not ring. Although this ceremonial 
was observed every evening and morning, 
it was never performed without great 
anxiety, for Jehovah might reject this 
offering. So now their anxiety grows to 
terror, and they marvel, for Zacharias 
tarried much longer than the wonted time 
in the Holy Place. What had happened? 
‘There appeared unto him, as he entered 
the Sanctuary and cast the grains of 
incense on the Altar, an angel of the 
Lord standing on the right side of the 
Altar of incense. Secing the Angel he 
was troubled, and fear fell upon him; 
but the Angel said unto him: Fear not, 
Zacharias, for thy prayer is heard; and 
thy wife Elisabeth shall bear thee a son, 
and thou shall call his name John. And 
thou shalt have joy and gladness; aud 
many shall rejoice at his birth. For he 
shall be great in the sight of the Lord, 
and shall drink neither wine nor strong 
drink; and he shall be filled with the 
Holy Ghost, even from his mother’s 
womb. And many of the children of 
Israel shall he turn to the Lord their God. 
And he shall go before him in the spirit 
and power of Elias, to turn the hearts of 
the fathers to the children, and the diso- 
bedieut to the wisdom of the just; to make 
ready a people prepared for the Lord. 
But Zacharias had not yet learnt the 
simple faith necessary to those who hear 
God’s voice He in unbelief, would 
have a sign; and the Angel reveals to 
him his name:—I am Gabriel, that 
stand in the presence of God, and am 
sent to speak unto thee, and to shew thee 
these glad tidings. Behold, thou shalt 
be dumb and not able to speak, until the 
day that these things shall be performed, 
because thou believest not my words, 
which shall be performed in their season. 
Zacharias was humbled by the hand of 
God, and retreated from the Sanctuary 
in silence, unable to give to the people 
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the blessing commanded by God: "The 
Lord bless you, and keep you; the Lord 
make his Face to shine upon you, and be 
gracious unto you; the Lord lift up his 
Countenance upon you, and give you 
peace.” He held up his hands in bless- 
ing, but his lips were speechless. 

As soon as the days of his ministration 
were accomplished, he returned to his 
own home. And after those days his 
wife Elisabeth conceived, and hid herself 
five months, saying: Thus hath the 
Lord dealt with me in the days wherein 
he looked on me to take away my re- 
proach among men. 


CHAPTER VI. 
THE VISITATION. 

Six months had passed, when Elisa- 

beth suddenly hears the salutation 
of her cousiu, the Blessed Mary of Naza- 
reth. What joy must there have been 
in the meeting and embrace of these two 
mothers Mary, the Mother of God, for 
six days had been hastening towards the 
hill country, in order that she might 
bring the message of peace to the friend 
of the Bridegroom and his mother. Well 
might it be described in the words of the 
Prophet: ‘' Behold, upon the mountains 
the feet of her that bringeth good tidings, 
that publisheth peace: that bringeth 
good tidings of good, that publisheth 
salvation ; that saith unto Zion, Thy God 
reigneth!'’ We are told that ''The 
friend of the Bridegroom rejoiced greatly 
because of the Bridegroom’s voice.” 
The voice of the Virgin was the voice of 
Jesus. Christ spake through the mouth 
of his Mother, Peace be with thee; John 
heard through the ears of his mother, 
and announces him with joy, Behold, 
the Lamb of God ! 

The presence of the Incarnate God 
filled St. Elisabeth with the Holy Ghost, 
and sanctified her unborn son from all 
stain of original sin, In answer to the 
Salutation, St. Elisabeth repeats the 
words of St. Gabriel: “ Blessed art thou 
among women, and blessed is the Fruit 


of thy womb, Jesus Then in humility 
she asks: ‘* Whence is this to me. that 
the Mother of my Lord should come to 
me?” and ‘her own heart gives answer ; 
“ Lo, as soon as the voice of thy Saluta- 
tion sounded in mine ears the babe 
leaped in my womb for joy.” Then 
thinking of the unbelief of Zacharias 
she cries out: *‘ Blessed is she that be- 
lieved, for there shall be a performance 
of those things which were told her from 
the Lord.” 


Amid these transports of joy, Mary 
remained calm and collected; her lips 
open at last, but it is that they may 
praise God for his favour toward her, his 
care for the world, and his mercy toward 
Israel, With this in her mind she says 
her Magnificat, and the house of Zacha- 
rias resounds with the Song of Mary. 


My soul doth magnify the Lord, and my 
spirit hath rejoiced in God my Saviour, 

For he hath regarded the lowliness of his hand- 
maiden ; for behold from henceforth all gener- 
ations shall call me Blessed. 

For he that is mighty hath magnified me: 
and Holy is his Name; and his mercy is on 
them that fear him, throughout all generations. 


Turning from the marvellous effects of 
Love eternal towards her, the eyes of 
Mary sweep over the world, lying pros- 
trate at the feet of the Almighty so soon 
to be born ; and she sings : 


He hath shewed strength with his Arm, 

He hath scattered the proud in the imagina- 
tion of their hearts. 

He hath put down the mighty from their 
seats, and 

He hath exalted the humble and meek. 

He hath filled the hungry with good things, 
and 

He hath sent the rich empty away. 


This great upheaval among the king- 
doms of this world must result in the 
triumph of the true Israelites; and she 
adds her final note of joy : 


“He remenibering his mercy, hath holpen 
his servant Israel ; 

As he promised to our forefathers, Abraham 
and his seed, forever.” 


Well might Elisabeth have said in 
answer: “Blessed art thou; O Daughter 
of the Most High God, above all the 
women upon the earth and God turn 
these things to thee for a perpetual 
praise.” Mary abode with her cousin 
about three months. 


CHAPTER VIL 
THE BIRTH OF ST. JOHN, BAPTIST. 
S the days of summer began to 
shorten, Elisabeth's full time came 
that she should be delivered ; and on the 
twenty-fourth of the month of June, in 
the year of the world 3998 she brought 
forth a son, And her neighbors and her 
cousins heard how the Lord had shewed 
great mercy upon her; and they rejoiced 
with her. ‘‘My heart rejoiceth in the 
Lord; mine house is exalted in the Lord; 
my mouth is enlarged over mine enemies : 
because I rejoice in thy salvation.” 

It came to pass, on the eighth day that 
they came to circumcise the child, and to 
consecrate him to the Lord God of Abra- 
ham. This rite was celebrated in every 
family with great festivity. The wit- 
nesses surround the child and recite ben- 
edictions as a near relative performs the 
ceremony of circumcision; at the close 
of the rite they gave him the name of 
Zacharias, after the name of his father. 
Zacharias was deaf, as well as dumb, and 
heard not what they were saying; but 
God had revealed his name to his mother, 
and when she hears the name they re- 
peat, she says: Not so; but he shall 
be called John ‘The relatives object to 
this name, and say unto her, There is 
none of thy kindred that is called by this 
name, They knew not that this child 
was to receive a name from Heaven; 
they turn therefore to his father, and 
with signs ask him how he would have 
him called. Zacharias, taking up the 
wooden tablet covered with wax, which 
he had motioned for, wrote thereon ; and 
as he writes he says to himself, His name 
is John, He remembers the words of St. 
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Gabriel ten months before; and, while 
they are all filled with astonishment, his 
voice returns when he has named the 
Voice of God. His tongue is loosed, and 
he speaks and praises God, Their aston- 
ishment gives away to fear and awe. 
From that dwelling, so near to God, the 
thrill of joy and emotion spreads swiftly 
throughout all the surrounding country, 
so many rejoice at his birth. In all the 
hill country of Judea these sayings were 
noised abroad; and the people laid up 
these words in their hearts; and said one 
to another, What manner of child shall 
this be? 

The Hand of the Lord was with him. 
The presence of the Mother of God in 
that household has wrought wonders ; 
and Zacharias, again restored to the 
favour of God, is filled with the Holy 
Ghost. In the spirit of prophecy, he 
breaks forth into song: and as he thinks 
of the visit of God to his home, he says: 


Blessed be the Lord, the God of Israel, for he 
hath visited and redeemed his people ; 

He hath raised up a Horn of Salvation for 
us, in the house of his servant David: (as he 
spake by the mouth of his holy Prophets, which 
have been since the world began ;) 

That we should be saved from our enemies, 
and 

From the hand of all that hate us: 

To perform the mercy promised to our fore- 
fathers ; and 

To remember his Holy Covenant ; 

To perform the oath which he sware to our 
forefather, Abraham, that he would give us: 

That we being delivered ont of the hand of 
our enemies, might serve him without fear; 

In holiness and righteousness before him, all 
the days of our life. 


Then in loving rapture as he gazes 
upon St. John, lying in the arms of his 
mother, and listening to his words, he 
sings: 

Thou, child, shalt be called, The Prophet of 
the Highest ; 

Thou shalt go before the Face of the Lord, to 
prepare his ways ; 

To give knowledge of Salvation unto his peo- 
ple, by the remission of their sins. 
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Then as he gazes upon the Blessed 
Mother and her Sacred Burden, he adds: 

Through the tender mercy of our God ; 

Whereby the Day-spring from on bigh hath 
visited us; 

To give light to them that sit in darkness, 
and in the shadow of death; and 

‘To guide our feet into the Way of Peace. 


Mary had finished her work, she had 
brought Salvation to that Holy family, 
and she left them, baptised with the 
Holy Ghost, and cleansed from sin and 
returns to her own home, Nazareth. 


CHAPTER VIII. 
THE LAST DAYS OF ST. ELISABETH. 

ON’ the fortieth day from his birth, St. 

Elisabeth went up to the Temple 
for her purification; and to offer the 
accustomed offerings for her son, as well 
as for herself. Among those who were 
present at this presentation we can think 
of Anna, the prophetess, whom we are 
told departed not from the Temple courts. 
Aged Simeon was probably with them 
also; and these two Saints of God may 
have heard the first message of salvation 
from the lips of the mother of St. John. 
Thus did this Prophet of the Highest 
begin his work of preparation by making 
ready these holy souls for the coming of 
Jesus. 

After the Sacrifices had been offered, 
and all details of the ceremony had been 
fulfilled, the Holy family returned again 
to their home nestled among the hills of 
Judea. As the child grew in stature, he 
also waxed strong in spirit, and was filled 
with the gifts of wisdom and understand- 
ing, ghostly strength and holy fear. 
Even in his childhood days, his knowl- 
edge and counsel were far beyond those 
of his years; and in his works of piety 
he anticipated the fruits of his after life. 

His fame spread far and wide, and 
reached even to the ears of King Herod 
in his palace near Jerusalem. When 
that wicked king heard how he had been 
mocked of the wise men, he sent forth 
and slew all the children in Bethlehem 


and in all the coasts thereof, and gave 
special comnfand that they should seek 
for the son of Zacharias. But the priest 
who was then ministering in the Temple, 
warned his wife, and St. Elisabeth fled 
with her son into the desert and hid in a 
cave. In his wrath Herod sent his guard 
and murdered Zacharias in the Temple 
as he was ministering between the Sanc- 
tuary and the Altar of Burnt Offering. 
(It is probable that our Blessed Lord 
refers to this martyrdom in St. Matthew 
xxiii: 35.) According to an early tradi- 
tion, on the fortieth day of the exile of 
St. John and his mother, St. Elisabeth 
breathed her last, and commended the 
care of the new Elijah into the hands of 
God. Here St. John spent the greater 
portion of his life under the tutorship 
and guardianship of the Holy Angels ; 
aud having as his food locusts and wild 
honey. 

Now among the Saints on high, this 
holy handmaid of God joins with the 
Blessed Mother in praying for her chil- 
dren; with whom may God in his mercy 
place us.

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Blessed Mary in Nature. 


“a HE stars and flowers the poets say 
Agree with one another, 

To cheat the cunning tempter’s art, 

And teach the race its duty, 

By keeping on its wicked heart 

Their eyes of light and beauty.” 

The hearts of her Catholic children 
have loved to associate our dear Mother's 
name with beautiful things in nature, 
and this is very fitting, for she was her- 
self the loveliest of God's creatures, and 
and the flower of womenhood. England 
which was called of old “ Mary’s Dowry,” 
has a very lengthy list of flowers named 
in our Lady's honor. According to an 
English writer: *' the flower-loving Friars 
(i. e. Franciscans) who so gloriously laid 
hold of the fair Humanity of Our Lord. 
and consequently thought lovingly of 
the human channel through which He 
came to us, were certainly the first who 
impressed the ordinary mind of Chris- 
tendom with these beautiful symbols.” 
Some of the flowers so named are well 
known in America, and it may interest 
our readers to know of them and perhaps 
to find others for themselves. Among 
garden flowers Marigold was originally 
Mary’s Gold. Lady Slippers, the com- 
mon balsam is named for her. Maiden 
hair fern, is our Lady’s hair. The Mex- 
icans call the blue morning glory, ‘Our 
Lady’s Mantle.” In the meadows the 
dainty bloom of the wild carrot is called 
*“ Our Lady's Lace,” and the wild Clem- 
atis is also, ‘‘ Virgin's Bower,” in her 
honor. So too the common mint is called 
in Italy, “St. Mary’s Herb.” There are 
a host of others but perhaps the sweetest 
is the name given in some parts of France 
to Lillies of the Valley, “Our Lady's 
Tears.” I never see the fragrant little 
bells without being reminded of it, and 
thinking how her tears as Mother of Sor- 
rows have been as balm to many a be- 
reaved mother. A curious example of 
the survival of these old English tradi- 
tions about the flowers, came to my 
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notice once when visiting a poor woman 
in the mountains of Virginia; a place 
where Protestantism seems to have done 
its worst in stripping religion of all ex- 
ternal beauty. She gave me some flower 
seeds with the instruction, ‘‘ plant these 
on the 2d of July and they will come up 
pied’’—i. e. variegated.‘ Why should 
they?" I asked. *'Oh,” she answered, 
“ because the Lady goes a visitin’ on that 
day. ‘What Lady?” I again asked, 
wondering if she knew of Our Lady's 
Visitation. ‘The Virgin Mary,” she 
answered. Probably her ancestors had 
brought from England some old conceit 
that flowers planted on the Feast of the 
Visitation shared their colors with each 
other as St. Mary shared the good news 
of the Incarnation with Elisabeth. Oue 
last symbol in nature comes from Mexico 
where two large bright stars of equal size 
are known as “Our Lady’s Eyes.” 
There is something both touching and 
appropriate in the thought of Blessed 
Mary, Star of the Sea, watching her 
children from Heaven and shedding her 
gentle light upon the darkness of their 
early pathway.— Selected. 


The Earliest Recorded Apparition 
of the Blessed Virgin. 


St. Gregory of Nyssa, a native of Cap- 
padocia in the fourth century re- 
lates that his namesake, Bishop of Neo- 
Caesarea, in the preceding century, 
shortly before he was called to the priest- 
hood, received in a vision from the 
Blessed Mary at the hands of St. John 
a creed still extant. The account runs 
thus: He was deeply pondering theo- 
logical doctrine attacked by the heretics 
of the day. ‘‘In such thoughts,” says 
his namesake of Nyssa, ‘‘ he was passing 
the night, when one appeared as in 
human form, aged, saintly in the fashion 
of his garments, and very venerable, 
both in grace of countenance and general 
mien, Amazed at the sight, he started 
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from his bed and asked who it was, and 
why he came; but on the other calming 
the perturbation of his mind with his 
gentle voice, and saying that he had 
come to him by divine command on ac- 
count of his doubts, that the truth of the 
orthodox faith might be revealed to him, 
he took courage at the word, and re- 
garded the vision with mingled joy and 
fear. Then the form stretching forward 
his hand and pointing at something on 
one side, the young man followed with 
his eyes the extended hand, and beheld 
another appearance opposite the former, 
in the shape of a woman, but more than 
human. * * * He heard them con- 
versing together on the subject of his 
doubts, and hereby not only gained a 
true knowledge of the faith, but learned 
their names, as they addressed each other 
by their respective appelations. And thus 
he is said to have heard the person in 
woman's shape bid ‘John, the Evangelist,’ 
disclose to the young man the mystery 
of godliness; and he answered that he 
was ready to comply in this matter with 
the wish of ‘the Mother of the Lord,’ 
and he enunciated a formula, well-turned 
and completed, and then vanished. The 
young cleric immediately committed to 
writing that divine teaching, and hence- 
forth preached in the Church according 
to that form, and bequeathed to posterity, 
as an inheritance, that heavenly teaching, 
by means of which his people are in- 
structed down to this day, being pre- 
served from all heretical evil.” He 
proceeds to rehearse the Creed thus 
given, “There is One God, Father of a 
Living Word,” etc. But after quoting 
it in his work on the Nicene Faith, 
alludes to this history of its origin and 
adds, ‘ Noone should think it incredible 
that such a providence should befall a 
man whose whole life was conpicuous for 
revelations and miracles, as all ecclesias- 
tical writers who have mentioned him 
(and who has not?) witness with one 
voice,"’—Cardinal Newman. 


The PrezEminence of St. Peter in 
Holy Scripture. 


In reading our Bibles do we ever stop 
to think whatis the spiritual or doctrinal 
significance of the words we have read? 
Some of us may, but it is very seldom 
that we see more in the passage than 
appears on the surface. Take for in- 
stance, the Doctrine of the Real Presence 
in the Blessed Sacrament. How many 
people are there who have read: ‘‘And 
he took bread, and gave thanks, and 
brake it and gave unto them, saying, 
This is my body which is given for you: 
this doin remembrance of me. Likewise 
also the cup after supper, saying, This 
cup is the new testament in my blood, which 
ts shed for you.” (St. Luke XXII, 16-20), 
and yet have never understood that when 
the Priest says the words of Consecration, 
the Body and Blood of Christ is truly 
present in the Sacrament. Again when 
we read how they let the sick man down 
from the house top that he might be 
healed by our Lord, how few have seen the 
sacrament of Penance in Christ's words 
when he said, ' Aan, thy sins are for- 
given thee.’ And the Scribe and Phari- 
sees ask: ‘‘ Who can forgive sins, but 
God alone? But when Jesus perceived 
their thoughts he answering said unto 
them, What reason ye in your hearts? 
Whether is easier, to say, Thy sins be 
forgiven thee; or to say, Rise up and 
walk? But that ye may know that the son 
of man hath power on earth to forgive sins, 
(he said unto the sick of the palsy) I say 
unto thee, Arise, and take up thy couch, 
and go into thine house.” (St. Luke V, 
20-25.) 

Again when we read, in St. John XX, 
19-24, how our Lord appeared to his 
Apostles after his resurrection and said : 
“Receive ye the Holy Ghost: Whose 
Soever sins ye remit, they are remitted unto 
them ; and whose soever sins ye retain, they 
are retained’? But many who read these 
words do not understand that our Lord 
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was giving this power to His Chureh for 
all time. 

And yet is it not strange that there is so 
much in Holy Scripture that we cannot 
see or understand for ourselves. Liven 
our Lord’s disciples who had been read- 
ing the Scriptures all their lives, needed 
to have them explained, as we learn when 
our Lord found the two of his disciples 
going to Emmaus. As they sorrowed 
and talked of his crucifixion, Jesus came 
to them and they did not know him. 
He asked the cause of their sadness. 
“Then he said unto them, O fools, and 
slow of heart, to believe all that the pro- 
phets have spoken, Ought not Christ to 
have suffered these things and to enter 
into his glory? And beginning at Moses 
and all the prophets, he expounded unto 
them in all the scriptures the things con- 
cerning himself.” (St. Luke XXIV, 
13-28.) 

So it is with us. We cannot hope to 
interpret the Scriptures unless we are 
guided by the Holy Ghost through His 
Church. And as the Spirit of all truth 
has taught us the Real Presence and the 
Sacrament of Penance, so will he lead us 
into other truths in the Bible. Even now 
he is showing us more and more of the 
wonders of his law. 

Among these is the pre-eminence which 
St. Peter had over the other Apostles. If 
we read carefully all that is said of this 
Apostle in the New Testament, we can- 
not help but come to the conclusion that 
there is some great truth beneath these 
texts, which we have. thus far, never dis- 
covered. 

That our Lord meant St, Peter to be 
the head of his Church is evident from 
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me words. ‘And I say unto 
ituan 10u art Peter, and upon this 
rock I will build my church; and the 
gates of hell shall not prevail against it.” 
(St. Matt., XVI, 18.) In the original 
Greek the words for " Peter” and "Tock" 
are the same, the only difference being 
that one word is in the masculine and the 
other in the neuter gender. Butin the 
Aramaic, the language used by our Lord, 
both words are precisely the seme. If 
then, our translators had used the same 
English word in both places and said 
either “thou art Peter and upon this 
Peter I will build my church,” or “thou 
arta Rock and upon this rock, etc.,’’ there 
could have been no doubt in anyone’s 
mind as to just what the text meant. It 
is simply the difference in the two words 
“Peter” and “rock” which confuses the 
reader of our English Bible 
But without this text, there can be little 
doubt that the Apostles considered St. 
Peter to be their head, if we examine the 
other passages in which he is mentioned. 
In St. Matthew’s account of the choosing 
of the Apostles it is St. Peter who is men- 
tioned first; “ And Jesus, walking by the 
sea of Galilee, saw two brethren, Simon 
called Peter, and Andrew his brother. 
casting a net into the sea: for they were 
fishers. And he saith unto them, Follow 
me and I will make you fishers of men.” 
(St. Matt. IV, 18-20.) '' Now as he walked 
by the sea of Galilee, he saw Simon and 
Andrew his brother casting a net into the 
sea: for they were fishers. And Jesus 
said unto them, Come ye after me, and I 
will make you to become fishers of men.’’ 
(St Mark I, 16-18.) 
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Again it is St. Peter who is mentioned 
first in the accounts of the sending forth 
of the Apostles. “ Now the names of the 
twelve Apostles are these: The First, 
Simon, who is called Peter, and Andrew 
his brother,” etc. (St. Matt , X, 2.) “And 
he ordained twelve, that they should be 
with him, and that he might send them 
forth to preach, and to have power to heal 
sicknesses, and to cast out devils: and 
Simon he surnamed Peter,” etc. (St. 
Mark III, 1417.) “And when it was 
day, he called unto him his disciples : and 
of them he chose twelve, whom also he 
named apostles; Simon, (whom he also 
named Peter), and Andrew his brother,” 
ete. (St. Luke VI, 13-15 ) 

There can be little doubt from these 
passages as to how the other Apostles re- 
garded St. Peter. 

That St, Peter was the head is further 
set forth in the fact that he was the spokes- 
man of the Apostles as we may learn 
from the following texts. “ He saith unto 
them, But whom say ye thatI am? And 
Simon Peter answered and said, Thou art 
the Christ, the Son of the living God.” 
(St. Matt. XVI, 15-17.) ‘* And he saith 
unto /4em. But whom say ye that I am? 
And /¢/er answereth and saith unto him, 
Thou art the Christ.” (St. Mark VIII, 
29.) ‘He said unto them, But whom say 
ye that I am? Peter answering said, The 
Christ of God.” (St. Luke IX, 20.) It 
was St, Peter who thus spoke for the 
others and bore witness to the divinity of 
Christ. 

When Judas had betrayed our Lord 
and there was a vacancy in the ranks of 
the Apostles, it was St. Peter who spoke 
to the assembled disciples and said “that 
one must be ordained’ to take the place 
of the traitor. (Acts I, 15-23.) 

Again on the day of Pentecost it was 
St. Peter who first preached the Gospel to 
the Jews. ‘‘But Peter, standing up with 
the eleven, lifted up his voice and said 
unto them,” ete. (Acts II, 14.) 


When he had healed the lame man it 
was St. Peter who preached to the people 
although St. John was with him at the 
time. (See Acts III, 12.) 

It was St. Peter who condemned Ana- 
nias and Sapphira when they thought to 
keep back part of what they had received 
from the sale of their possessions. (See 
Acts V.) 

When Simon the sorcerer thought to 
buy the power that was given by the 
Holy Ghost it was St. Peter who rebuked 
him. (See Acts VIII, 18-25.) 

None of our Lord's acts were without 
significance, therefore there is some truth 
intended to be learned from the following, 
‘* And it came to pass, that, as the people 
pressed upon him to hear the word of God, 
he stood by the lake of Gennesaret, and 
saw two ships standing by the lake: but 
the fishermen were gone out of them, and 
were washing their nets. And he entered 
into one of the ships, which was Sémon's, 
and prayed him that he would thrust out 
a little from the land. And he sat down, 
and taught the people out of the ship.” 
(St. Luke V. 1-4) Can it be possible 
that it was only an accident which led to 
the choosing of Simon's ship? Is it not 
rather more probable that our Lord chose 
St. Peter’s vessel irom which to teach 
the people, in order to show that it was 
he who should be the head of his Church 
through which we receive all truth ? 

It is readily seen from the texts quoted 
that St. Peter, without doubt, held the 
chief place among the Apostles. But did 
his pre-eminence die with him? Is there 
not some deeper significance which these 
textsare intended to set forth, but which 
we have perhaps, as yet notseen? If 
there is, then God grant that we may 
have the light to know it; and let us, 
therefore, say with the Psalmist: ‘Open 
thou mine eyes: that I may see the won- 
drous things of thy law. I ama stranger 
upon earth: O hide not thy command- 
ments from me ” jJ.A.S
